MONSTER PARADE IN STREETS. 


Youngstown, O., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—Per- 
fect weather and a great crowd tended to 
make the formal opening of the Ohio cam- 
paign by the Republicans a notable affair. 
Such a combination of speakers as Senator 
J. B. Foraker, Senator Chauncey M. Depew, 
and Sefiator Marcus A. Hanna seldom is of- 
fered at one political meeting, and the 
speeches of all three today were rested with 
noisy demonstrations. 

‘Senator Foraker, who delivered the most 
extended speech of the day, declared the 
Bryan party hopelessly divided, Bourke 
Cockran urging the nominee’s election on 
the ground that he would be_ helpless to do 
the country any harm. Regarding the ar- 
guments used in 1896 Senator Foraker said: 
“Mr. Bryan was dealing with opinions then 
facts are dealing with him now.” 

Other striking expressions used by the 
Senator were: 

“If President McKinley had pursued such 
a policy as Mr. Bryan is nowy proposing, if 
elected, he would have been branded as a 


“If there has been any imperialism it was 
in aecepting our title to the Philippines and

Lesson from the Civil War. 


Senator Depew, in discussing the Demo- 
cratic declaration during the civil war de- 
nouncing the policy of President Lincoln, and 
likening it to the present attitude on the 
Philippine question, said: ‘“*‘ That declaration 
cost the lives of over 100,000 men and several 
hundred thousand of wounded and maimed. 
It cost the loss of millions of dollars.”’ 

Senator Hanna, who followed Messrs. 
Foraker and Depew, said they had discussed 
the question at length, but to his mind the 
one paramount issue was the “full dinner 
pail.” He told a humorous story of a boy 
who was driving a cow and a calf, and the 
calf ran away to follow a steer they met in 
the road. When the lad failed to overtake 
the deserter he shook his fist at it and cried: 
“ You'll be sorry when supper time comes.” 
This, said Mr. Hanna, might be taken asa 
lesson by the workingmen. 

Senator Hanna said every promise of the 
St. Louls convention had been kept. He 
admitted the commercial aspect of the cam- 
paign, and said it was what all needed for 
prosperity—to increase the nation’s traffic 
with the world. 

The influx of visitors began early in the 
morning, and they came pouring in from 
every section and at every hour until 1 
o’clock,. Columbus, Cleveland, Toledo, Ak- 
ron, and Canton all turned out large dele- 
gations, while the nearby towns sent along 
everybody that could get away. 


Only One Paramount Issue. 

‘Senator Foraker began his address by *ay- 
ing: 
“The paramount issue of this campaign 
is the administration of William McKinley. 
Shall it be indorsed or repudiated? That is 
the question. Money, tariff, trusts, and so- 
called imperialism are each and all impor- 
tant subjects, but no one of them can be 
segregated from the others and voted upon 
by itself.

GULF OF CALIFORNIA 
KILLED BY CANNIBALS. | 


Wells. Expedition Sent with Twelve 
of Tortugas Nearly Wiped Qut by 
Savaghe—Caly Three Return, 


News has reached this city of a disaster 
which has overtaken the Wells expedition, 
fitted out last June to explore the Island of 
Tortugas, in the Gulf of California. There 
were twelve men in the expedition, and, ac- 
cording to news from the Isla del Guardia, 
there are but three left. 

_ Five years ago an expedition landed upon 
the island was massacred. For more than 


home of a cannibal race. More than a dozen 
expeditions have landed on. the island and 


nearly all. have been annihilated. 
For more than a month the Wells expedi-. 


tion sailed along the coast of the: island, 
making observations, but not landing until 
ithe early part of July. 

In three days the explorers had several 
strong little huts erected. About 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon of the fourth day, when 
the entire party was ashore, they were at- 
tacked by savages. So sudden was the at- 
tack and so great the number of their ene- 


Wakefield Newton, who had command of 
the expedition,, gave the order to take to 
the boats. Only three got away. Three 
Mexicans secured one boat. They each had 
a rifle and revolver and full cartridge belts. 
They pulled away from the shore but a 
short distance when they saw the predica- 
ment of their comrades. 

A terrific and bloody battle ensued. The 
Savages had the explorers entirely at their 
mercy and the combat became a slaughter. 
But the slaughter was slow. With axcs, 
rifles, and revolvers the little party fought 
the mob. The three Mexicans in the boat 
poured lead into their foes as fast as they 
could fire. 

In the thick of the fight a single member 
of the besieged band escaped and got 
aboard the boat with the Mexicans. This 
was Dan Williams, an American. At almost 
the same moment an arrow struck Ed Lopez, 
one of the Mexicans in the boat. He died 
soon after. 


|. Before nightfall the struggle was over and 


the savages made off with the remains ote 
| their victims. 

For nearly a week the sloop remained in 
the vicinity of the disaster, and then. when 
no signs of their comrades appeared, the 
three occupants of the vessel surrendered it 
to the caprice of the winds.

Data for a demand for protection of all 


tion Cothsel’s office, when. a list of the | 
perilous intersections has been obtatned the 
city will demand of other railroad com- 
‘panies, as it has of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, that adequate protection be 
provided. Fatalities at Grard Crossing on 
the Illinois Central railroad and on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad in Rogers 
Park have given justification to.the crusade 
the city contemplates. It is held that the 
record of deaths during. last month is 
sufficient emphasis for the preventive steps 
which are proposed. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Fyffe has 
immediate supervision over tne work of 
gathering material to be used against the 
railroad companies. Crossings which are 
not guarded by the employés of the railroad 
companies are without protection, with few 
exceptions. The city has provided policemen 
only in cases of immediate necessity, such 
as'on the Evanston branch of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road, pending a 
determination of the company’s responsi- 

bility in accidents. 

Will Enforce Company Ordinances. 

The city will be able to compell compll- 
ance on the part of the ratiroads with its 
demands by use of the companies’ ordi- 
nances against them. The provision Iimit- 
ing the speed of trains to ten miles an hour, 
if enforced, robs the crossings of a part 
of their dangers. With the threat to hold 
the companies to‘such limitations, and to 
prosecuté infractions of the provision, the 
city has found itself successful against the 


roads. 

Some of the dangerous grade crossings 
have the protection of flagmen end some 
have the additional, protection of gates. In 


| many cases these are operated only in the 


day time. In other instances the protection 
afforded by flagmen or gates is claimed to 
be inadequate, and the only remedy is 
held to be track elevation. The first object 
of the city will be to provide fagmen for 
the crossings which are found to be without.

AT GALVESTON. 


Bridges Destroyed, and 
All Wires to Main- 
land Gone. 


IN GRASP OF HURRICANE, 
Other Towns Along the Gulf 
Coast Also Feel Storm’s Fury, 
Arthur Being Re- 
ported Devastated. 


MANY LIVES ARE IN PERIL, 


One Steamer Driven Two Miles Inland, 

Seores More Stranded, and Ves- 
sels at Sea May Have Been 

 Caugfit in the Gale. 


BUILDINGS IN HOUSTON WRECKED, 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 8.—[{Special.]—Seri- 
ous havoc, as yet impossible to estimate, 
was wrought by the tropical storm which 
has been sweeping in fromthe gulf during 
the last twelve hours, and tonight the grayv- 
est fears are felt for the fate of Galveston, 
Rockport, and other cities along the shore, 
That most serious havoc has been wrought 
by the hurricane is certain, and it is feared. 
| that great damage if not loss of life has 
been caused in the Island and City of Gale 
veston. 

ePort Arthur ts reported devastated, but 
no details are obtainable. Important gov- 
ernment works and elevators are located 
there. Sabine Pass also is reported wiped 


} out. 
Citizens Flee to High Ground. 

A dispatch from San Antonio received late 

this evening says: 

’“ Possibly the last dispatch out of’ the: 
| flooded City of Galveston was received ii 
San Antonio tonight by Jerry Gferard, an- 
nouncing the death of his brother by drown- 
ing. .The message left Galveston at 8:36 
p.m. The entire lower portion of Galveston 
was then flooded and the people were 
huddled on higher ground in the pouring 
rain for safety.” 

Not a wire is working inté Galveston oF 
Port Arthur. Wher, at 4o this after- 
noon, communication was cut off with Gal- 

_veston, great waves were sweeping into the 

city, threatening to demolish all In thet 
way. Water was standing three feet deep 
in the streets and rising every minute 
Since then,.it is reported, the bridges lead- 
ing from the mainland have been carried 
away, leaving the city isolated. 


Great Bridges Are Swept Away. 

The bridges are four in number, three for 
railroad uses and one the Galveston County 
public wagon and pedestrian ridge, 
seems hardly credible that all these bridges 
could be swept away without the city suf} 
fering tremendously in the loss of buildings, 
general property, and lives, 

One telegraph company this evening start- 
-ed out a repair train from this city, but & 
proceeded a few miles only before it had to. 
stop because of storm obstructions and had 
to return without making an improvement 
in the service. 

The following was received at midnight 
from the farthest end of the wire to Galves- | 
ton: 

* The storm is extending into the interior 
of Galveston.” 

A train was run within one mile of Vir- 
ginia Point, the mainland end of the raliroad 
bridges, but it could not get to the point. 
The wagon bridge from the mainland to the 
island is useless, as the approach has been 
washed away. A special train was run_fo 
Seabrook and other smaller resorts on the 
bay shore and the people have deserted 
camping outfits and come to Houston. The 
lower coast is also cut off from communica- 
tion. 

This morning the surf was breaking over 
the Galveston beach from East Broadway 
around to the foot of Twenty-fourth street 
and the water crept in several blocks and 
in low places had crept up the streets @ 
dozen blocks. The water is quite high on 
the bay side, but a strong north wind pre- 
vented any damage in that direction. 

There is a report that the steamer Char- 
lotte M. Allen has gone ashore, but it cannot 
be confirmed. Damage to the Southern Pa- 
cific wharves, just building, has been great, 
and there is also some damage to small 
craft along the water front. 

Guests Swept Away in Clubhouse, 

There is an unconfirmed report that the 
hurricane has badly damaged the Town of 
Rockport, on the lower coast, and that the 
great clubhouse built by EB. H. R. Green 
near there has been blown away with loss of 
life, as there were several guésts in the 
house, but their names are not known here. 

The same report says a cyclone raged 
through Live Oak County. 

As telegraph and telephone wires are down! 
in every direction, there is no way of con- 
firming these rumors or of getting any acctl- 
rate news as to what has really happened. 

It is known, however, that great damage 
has been done to the open cotton, and that 
rice is also badly damaged, as it was ready 
to be harvested. 

The wind has blown a hurricane all day 
and has been accompanied by a driving rain 
in Houston. 


Hurricane Reaches Houston. 
The gulf hurricane reached Houston in 
force at 9:30 o’clock tonight and the worst 
storm the city, has ever known in raging 
now. Roofs are being torn from buildings, 
streets are filled with flying débris, and 
rain is falling ‘In torrents. The velocity 
of the wind is something alarming. 
The storm is traveling inland with terrifie 
violence. The indications are that immense 
damage will be inflicted upon the 
districts. 
The electric light plant here has been 
closed down, as the wires became crossed 
with telephone wires and several persons 
were shocked, though, none was. seriously 
hurt. Several great brick and fron stacks 
have been blown over, and tin roofs are as 
numerous on the ground as on the houses, 
The streats are utterly deserted. So ‘far 
there have been no casualties.

Michigan tour at Niles at 4:30°0’clock today, 
coming from that point into Indiana and 
addressing one of the largest audiences ever 
assembled at South. Bend.

Campaign Against Illinois Central. 

On the South Side the people of Grand 
Crossing, in the neighborhoods north of 
Seventy-fifth street, are in an active cam- 
paign for protection against the insufficiently 
guarded crossings of the Illinois Central rail- 
way. It was only a week ago tomorrow 
night that Daniel Kelly, while on his way 
for medicine for his wife, was killed at Sev- 
enty-ninth street by an IMinois Central sub- 
urban train, and almost -dafly there are 
escapes from death on the railway tracks 
in that part of the city which are little short 
of miraculous. 

The dangerous section on the Illinois Cen- 
tral is between Sixty-seventh street, where 
the company has elevated its tracks and con- 


Sixty-elghth street is only opened east of 
the railway right of way. Oakwood Ceme- 
tery lies west of the railway, and there is no 
likelihood that the street will ever be opened 
through it. Sixty-ninth street is opened up 
to the right of way of the road, but there 
are ro means of crossing the eight tracks. 
It ts one of the streets which are included in 
the demand of the Grand Crossing people for 
jmprovement at the hands of the railwgy. 


Seventieth Street Crossing Dangerous. 

Next to Seventy-fifth street, Seventieth is 
perhaps the most dangerous crossing in that 
part of the city. The railway company pre- 


that the South-Chicago branch of the IIli- 
nois Central leaves the main line, and it is 
there that the Baltimore and Ohio railway 
crosses the street and the Illinois Gentral. 

The company maintains crossings for 
teams at Seventy-third street, and condi- 
tions there are about as dangerous as at 
Seventieth. The approaches are as steep and 
difficult; and the company makes no pre- 
tense of protection of any sort, not even a 
flagman. The street is paved with asphalt 
west of the tracks, but the eastern end is 
in its natural state and is deep with dust. 
Seventy-fourth street is not opened; the 
street is paved with asphalt west of the rail- 
way, but is not improved on the east. 


Constant Peril at Seventy-fifth. 

The most dangerous crossing of all, how- 
ever, is at Seventy-fifth, or Grand Crossing. 
That street crosses the eight tracks at right 
angles, and diagonally across both the 
tracks and the street runs South Chicago 
avenue, which is one of the most travcled 
streets in that part of the city. The tracks 
of the Calumet electric line are in Seventy- 
fifth street, and what with the trolley czrs, 
the many teams, and the hundreds cf people 
who cross the tracks, there is not a busier 
corner outside of the down-town district. 
There is a tower and gates at that crossing, 
but the gates afford little protection for the 
people who cross the tracksor who ussemble 
to take suburban trains. Many peuple stund 
between the track# as the trains rush past, 
and the man in the tower spends much of 
his time“with his body half way out of the 
window of his lofty coop shouting at careless 
passengers and pedestrians. 


Danger at Oakley Avenue. 


On the West Side the mos dangerous cross- 


| ings, according to police reports and the com- 


plaints of residents, are the Oakley avenue 
intersection with the Chicago and North- 
western and the Pennsylvania roads. How- 
ever, there are no obstructions to the view 
and the crossing is provided with gates and 
guards. At Fourteenth street and Western 
avenue one of the few policemen stationed 
by the city for the protection of crossings 
is located. 

In other sections of the city police reports 
have described the grade crossings men- 
tioned as dangerous.

Give Operators in Anthracite 
Region Time to Consider 
Gravity of Situation.

HOPE FOR COMPROMISE. 


Workers Issue Statement Giving 
Full Explanation of Their 
Contentions. 


VAST ARMY IS INVOLVED. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 
The National Executive Board of the 
United Mine Workers at 6 o'clock this even- 
ing reached a unanimous agreement to give 
the operators of the Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite region a few more days in which to agree 
to aconference withthe miners. The officers 
on the board admit that negotiations are 
in progress, but say that even a mention of 
the character of the negotiations or with 
whom they are being conducted might de- 
stroy all hope of a peaceable agreement, 
which they say is extremely slight at the 
best. 

Asked direct if another application to the 
Executive board will be necessary before a 
strike can take place, the members answer 
in the negative and say the Executive board 
may, if it chooses, order a strike at any mo- 
ment. 

A statement was prepared and wired to 
-T. D. Nichols, Thomas Duffey, and John 
Fahey, Presidents of Pennsylvania districts 
1. 7, and 9. All members of the board 


signed it. 
Statement of Executive Board. 


The statement says: ‘ To the miners and 
laborers of the anthracite coal fields of 
Pennsylvania and all other persons con- 
cerned: 

“The National Executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America, having 
under consideration the application of dis- 
tricts Nos. 1, 7, and 9 of the anthracite re- 
gian of Pennsylvania to engage in a strike 
because of the refusal of their employers to 
grant certain conditions which the miners 
of that field believe they are entitied to, 
have determined upon the foliowing state- 
ment:of their position in the case: 

“The organization of the United Mine 
Workers is opposed to strikes, except as a 
last resort when all other meansof adjusting 
disputes have failed. Our preamble de- 
. clares that we desire ‘to use all honorable 
means to maintain peace between ourselves 
and employers; adjusting all differences so 
far as possible by arbitration and concilia- 
tion, that strikes may 
sary.’ 

“Strikes between labor and capital are 
‘like wars between nations; they bring hard- 
ships, privation, and want to the workers, 
and loss of profits to the employers. Yet, 
when innumerabie wrongs have been heaped 


upon a.people, which they have patiently. 


submitted to for years, using every hon- 
otable means at their command to remedy 
the evtis complained of without resorting 
* to strikes, and ali their efforts for reilef have 
been argogantly refused or silently ignored, 
they would be false to themselves, their 
families, and their fellow-men if they failed 
to resist any further encroachment upon 
their rights, even to the extent of striking 
for months if necessary with ail the suffer- 
ing tt éntalis, in an effort to remove the 
evils for all time to come—this is the case 
in the anthracite region. ; 


Miners Not Fairly Treated. 


“Their wages have not kept pace with 
the cost of living. and in some instances 
have been reduced; they have been required 
to deal in company stores and accept the 
services of the companies’ doctor; they have 
been required to accept wages based upon 
an antiquated sliding scale, that invariably 
slides downward; they have had their wages 
reduced by an arbitrary and exorbitant 
System of dockage; they have been com- 
pelled to wait for their pay weeks after the 
time specified by law and in open violation 

of the same, and in many other ways their 

rights and liberties have been trampled 
upon, and in many instances they have been 
compelled to take their children from school 

at a tender age, in violation‘of law, and put 
them to work in the breakers in order to 
earn sufficient food to support their fami- 
lies. 

*“ All of these impositions have been pa- 
tiently borne until they are no longer bear- 
able. They have sought conference after 
eonference with. their employers, hoping 
to meet them and obtain an amelioration 
of their condjtion. . Their appeals have been 
ignored. They have pursued every conceiv- 
able conciliatory method, made numerous 
propositions, and have offered to submit 
the whole situation fo arbitration, and all 
their efforts have been in vain. 

“ They now make application to this board 

- for permission to strike, in accordance with 
the laws of our union. We greatly deplore 
the circumstances which compel us to order 
a strike in that field, but we feel that we 
“bave done all we possibly can to avoid a 
conflict, wfth the exception of a slight hope 
that has not yet been followed to a definite 
ponclusion. 


fF Give Operators Another Chance. 


“In order that the operators may have a 
further opportunity to avert the strike; that 
the industry and commerce of the New Eng- 


land and Eastern seaboard States may nut. 


be temporarily destroyed and permanently 
injured by an unnecessary stoppage of their 
fuel supplies; that the many thousands of 
workers engaged in those industries and in 
commerce, whose welfare is interwoven 
with the mining interests, may not suffer 
‘rom causes over which they have no con- 
trol, and that more time may be had to con- 
tinue negotiations along the line intimated, 
the miners of the anthracite field are hereby

WHEELER GOES TOMORROW. 


General Surrenders Command of De- 
partment at Noon and Retires 
from Active Service. 


Brigadier General Joseph Wheeler sur- 
renders the command of the Department of 
the Lakes tomorrow noon ang retires from 
the military service of the United States. 
Then the veteran of three wars will leave 
Chicago and return to the State of Alabama, 
where he will spend the next few months 
in. recreation. Whether or not he will re- 
enter public life through the doors of Con- 
gress is not yet decided. 

It is with feelings of regret that General 

Wheeler will return to civil life. His heart 
is still with the soldiers in the Philippines 
and in China, and it is. his wish that he 
might still be with them. 

‘“I am sorry that my term of service is 
at an end,” he said yesterday. ‘‘ But per- 
‘haps it is for the best. Though I still feel 
as young as I did forty years ago and able 
to weather another campaign, the govern- 
ment Knew better than I do whether I can 
serve it*or not.’’ 

Although General Wheeler’s time in the 
armies of the United States and of the Con- 
federate States has been less than ten years, 
the greater portion of it has been spent In 
active service. For four years he was a 
confederate cavalry leader, and for two 
years he served in Cuba and the Philippines. 
For the last few months he has been in 
Chicago. Prior to his service with the con- 
federate armies he spent four years at the 
military academy at West Point. 

According to the General, his recollections 
of West Point are'the most pleasant. ‘* Per- 
haps the time I was best satisfied with 
myself,” he said in reply to a question, * 
when I was given my corporal chevrons 
the military academy. I do not know 
whether the promotion pleased me more than 
my appointment as Colonel in the confed- 
erate service.”’

MEN QUIT WORK 
AT NOON HOUR. 


Contractors’ Action Monday 
Will Determine Importance 
of Half-Holiday. 


EMPLOYERS MAY RECEDE. 


Feeling Among Unions on Ques- 
tion at Issue Sure to Cause 
Dissension. 


CARPENTERS FORCE DEMAND 


The members of the unions affiliated with 
the Building Trades council, with few ex- 
ceptions, joined issue with the Building Con- 
.tractors’ council on the Saturday half holli- 
day question at noon yesterday by laying 
down their tools and stopping work for the 
day. The leaders, as well as the rank and 
file of the council, are now waiting with 
no little anxiety to see whether the con- 
tractors will on Monday morning refuse to 
give work to the men who quit work yes- 
terday. It is the general belief of the labor 
leaders that the contractors will take no 
action In the matter because of their anxiety 
to push the work they have in hand, but 
decided significance will attach to what- 
ever course they pursue. 

If the contractors fail to take any notice of 
the action of their empioyés yesterday it will 
be taken by the latter as proof that they 
have backed down from the stand taken by 
them on the half holiday question and re- 
garded as a most. important victory for the 
Bullding Trades council. If, on the other 
hand, the contractors refuse te take the men 
back to work, their action will not only re- 
sult in drawing a sharper line between the 
employers and the building trades, but it is 
likely to result in most serious dissensions 
in the Building Trades council, as there isa 
decided division of sentiment among several 
of the unions on the holiday quéstien. 


Carpenters Are Aggressive. 

The carpenters have been aggressive in de- 
manding an inforcement of the rule that no 
union man shall work on Saturday afternoon. 
Several other trades, however, hold a differ- 
ent opinion on the subject, notably the build- 
ing laborers and hod carriers, and it is sig- 
nificant that many of these men remained 
at work yesterdey afternoon. Ifon Monday 
morning the contractors refuse to take back 
the men who quit yesterday noon the carpen- 
ters will insist that those union men who re- 
mained at work be disciplined for their vio- 
lation of the rules, and the attempt to do 
this is certain to result in a bitter fight. 

While nearly all union men quit work 
yesterday noon, it is a significant indication 
of the large number of non-union men em- 
ployed that. work on buildings was only 
slightly interfered with by the withdrawal 
of the union men. 
Building it was said that only three carpen- 
ters of the entire force quit work, the rea- 
son being an absence of material for them 
to work upon. Contractors. generally de- 
clare their work was but slightly interfered 
with, and it is possible for this reason no 
other notice will be taken than to allow a 
half day’s pay to the union men who quit 
work. 

Woodworkers Are Confident. 

Officers of the woodworkers’ unions pro-. 
fess to be confident of winning their strike 
against the milimen. They have secured 
nineteen signatures out of about forty-three, 
and confidently declare they are certain to 
secure several more within a few days. 
They base their hopes of winning on the as- 
serted fact that there are practically no non- 
union woodworkers in Chicago and that the 
bosses will not be able to operate their mills 
with non-union men. 


SUGGESTS FUTURE OF UNIONS. 


ganizations Should Be Co-operative 
and Free to Work Direct. 


Miss Jane Addams of Hull House, who has 
now returned to Chicago to stay for the first 
time since her trip to Paris, has aroused 
much interest in the ideas she brought back 
about the ultimate outcome of labor unions. 
Miss Addams suggested one of these tdeas at 
a meeting in the interests of the Union Label 
league at the University Settlement on Fri- 
day night. A cotperative organization is 
what Miss Addams would make of the trade 
union. She says she saw the trade unions in 
Paris working without contractors, and 
recognized as having a place in the business 
life of the city. 

In an interview yesterday Miss Addams 
explained her hopes for trade unions in 
America more fully, but said she does not 
believe they have reached a place yet where 
they can fill the place of contractors as they 
do in Paris. 

‘* Codéperation in the place of antagonism 
and competition is the {deal toward which 
the labor unions should work,” said Miss 
Addams. ‘“ The present trouble In Chicago 
has arisen largely through the antagonism 
of the labor untons and the contractors. The 
contractors 
they are Indispensable. It is not strange 
that the labor unions here should not yet 
have reached the stage where they can fol- 
low the example of the French unions. The 
unions have been thoroughly established in 
France for a long time. They are now able 
to take their work direct. Of course, they 
must have men in the union who can figure 
upon it and attend to the contractor's work, 
but they all share in it. 

‘As &n illustration of what can be done 
by the labor unions, the Palace of Social 
Economy was built entirely by them. It 
was the only wooden building on, the 
grounds, but was architecturally and prac- 
tically a well constructed building. The 
unions were not organized thoroughly 
enough to undertake the staff and iron work 
that was used in the construction of other 
buildings. It must be understood the tran- 
sition from contractor to labor union is a 
gradual one. 

‘Perhaps the most ‘marked example of

Two Thousand Delegates Pass Resola- 
tions Saying They Desire the Same 
Liberty and Privileges as Are Ac- 
corded to Men—Average Age of 
Those in Attendance Said to Be Not 
Over 30 Years—Paid Admissions to 
the Fair Increasing Noticeably.

PARIS, Sept. 8.—Visitors to the exhibition 
are steadily increasing, the average number 
of paying entrances in the last five 
days being 270,000.

First—That there shall be no partition of 
China. Second—That there shall be no terr!- 
torial acquisition. And third—To demand 
reparation for past outrages and a guarantee 
against their recurrence. Theestablishment 
of a stablbe government he declared to be 
absolutely essential, asit was also that noth- 
ing should be done which would look like wiv- 
ing away an advantage gained or retreating 
from a position won. He assured his hearers 
that if anything like this was proposed her 
Majesty's government would not be a party 
thereto. 

Pending Lord Salishury’s return next 
week, Great Britain is apparently pursuing 
a policy of -inactivity which possibly will 
hereafter appear to have been masterly, 
even though it, perhaps, in reality is only 
another instance of the ‘flabby, weak- 
kneed irresoluteness’’ so often attributed 
to the Cabinet in recent years. 


By the time Lord Salisbury arrives the. 


situation will probably have brightened, re- 
ports will have been received from the Pekin 
Ministers, and such views as her Majesty's 
government may have formed wili have 
been communicated to the powers. 


Diplomatists appear to be rather pleased

This reflects the opinion of the British 
Public, whose confidence in Lotd Salisbury 
ls largely due to the beli@ that he does not 
tonsult his colleagues in the weightier mat- 
ters of state, Itis a curious fact that almost 
every Foreign Minister of the powers con- 
cerned is absent from his post during this 
acute period of one of the most important 
Aiplomatic decisions of recent years. Most 
of the embassies, too, have been in the hands 
of Chargé d’ Affaires, and now United States 
Ambassador Choate has gone to Switzerlane 
for a long holiday. 

Meanwhile, with the exception of the state- 
ment already cabled that the Foreign office 
Sides with the powers, discountenancing the 
immediate evacuation of Pekin, there is a 
lack of reliable information as to how the 
dilemma -of Pekin will be solved.

France is now forced to choose between 
the course she would rather adopt and the 
policy dictated to her by the Russian alli- 
ance: and French statecraft has been de- 
voted for the last week to'an endeavor 
to splice these two conflicting policies into 
a compromise which will not jeopardize her 
friendship with Russia and at the same 
time will not prejudice her own position in 
China, 

The suggestion, therefore, that while the 
bulk of the troops be withdrawn from 
Pekin a small international foree be still 
retained in the city comes as a pecullarly 
acceptable idea to France. Russia and 
Germany appear to be the only sertous 
stumbling blocks in the way-of a general 
acceptance of this compromise, the first- 
named desiring the total withdrawal of the 
allied forces and the latter wishing a con- 
tinued occupation. 

Should the propesition fall through and 
Russia and America withdraw all their 
troops France would undoubtedly follow 
suit. It would be too rude a shock to the 
Russo-French alliance for France to aban- 
don her ally and remain in Pekin, with, as 
her associates, her hereditary enemies, Eng- 
land and Germany. 


Difficulties in Pekin. 


The French government appreciates the 
great elements of wisdom in the Muscovite 
proposal, recognizing: that a continuatice of 
the present form of occupation would pre- 
vent early and direct oegotiations with the 
Empress Dowager, who fears to return to 
the capital, and that. moreover, the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the city would 
throw immense responsibility and labor 
upon the European commanders. They 
would need to undertake the proper policing 
of Pekin, with its millions of inhabitants, 
all of whom are now filled: with hatred for 
the foreign devils,’ to arrange sanitary 
and fire precautions and an endless list of 


well-nigh impossible task in view. of the 
diverse nationalities and languages of the 
army of occupation. 

The provisioning of and keeping open com- 
munication from the seacoast for a 
force in Pekin during the winter, when the 
country is snow-covered and frozen, also 
presents a problempof extreme difficulty. 

Another move which would impel France 
to follow Russia if the latter withdraws her 
troops is the fact that the French forces 
would thereby avoid remaining under the 
command of Field Marshal von Waldersee. 
This feeling against Frencl? soldiers taking 
orders from a German commander, while 
not openly discussed, is, nevertheless, widely 
nourished. among the people here. 


Discord with Russia. 


An eye opener as to the lack of accord be- | 


tween the various military commanders in 
China is furnished by the report of Captain 
Marolles; who commanded the French con- 
tingent up to the time of the capture of 
Tien Tsin. Captain Marolles relates each 
dav’s events In the form of a diary, in which 
appear statements which a Paris papeg de- 
scribes as tantamount to a masked indict- 
ment of the Russian (jeneral Stessel, who, 
with the obstinacy of a soldier executing 
an order, it says; wished to win or even to 
be beaten alone. The result of this ambi- 
tion was the loss of hundreds of liver. 
Marolles. under date of June 27, writes. 
‘Russians attacked the east arsenal at 
Tien Tsin without notifying any one, but 
eventualiy the Geran and then the Eng- 
lish contingent had to coOperate, which was 


not agreeable to them. kt is apparent that 


there is no accord between the military 
chiefs.” 


Russia’s Isolated Action. 

After recounting other instances of the 
isolated acfion of General Stessel, he says 
on July 3 General Stessel advised him that 
he would withdraw the next day the out- 
post at the railroad depot, which was indis- 
pénsabie to the French concession. The next 
entry is dated July 4 and reads: ” The Rus- 
sians evacuated the railroad depot at 7:™) 
this morning. As the post is absolutely in- 
dispensavie to protect the French concession, 
whose evacuation would compel the evacua- 
tion of the English concession, a force of 
Japanese, French, and English occupied it.” 

Mardlles’ report thus shows that there 
was no accord, even between the French and

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READY 0 LEAVE PEKIN 


AMERICAN TROOPS ORDERED TO 
PREPARE TO MOVE. 


General Chaffee Instructed by the War 
Department to Make All Necessary 
_Arrangements to Take Troops Npt 
Only from Chinese Capital but to 
Embark Them at Taku for the Phfl- 
ippines—Hope for United Action ey 
the Powers, | 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—Orders have 
been cabled to General Chaffee to prepare 
his forces for withdrawa! fromfekin. Fuir- 
ther ‘than that the War department has 
taken steps to have at Taku a sufficient 


number of United States transports to re- 
move these troops to the Philippines as soon 


‘as they reach the port. 


These orders are preparatory and do not 
necessarily indicate that our government 
has decided finally upon an immediate with- 
drawal from China. It ts simply placing 
itself in a position'to carry out ¢he pledge 
conveyed in reply to ‘the Russian note in 
this language: 

“The result of these considerations is, 
that unless there is such a general expres- 
sion by the powers in favor of continued oc. 
cupation as to modify the views expressed 
by the government of Russia and lead toa 
general agreement for continued occupation 
we shall give instructions to the American 
forces in China to withdraw our troops from 
Pekin after the conference with the other 
commanders as to the time and manner of 
withdrawal.”’ > 


Not a Change in Policy. 

Up to the present moment our government 
has not changed its policy in this matter 
of withdrawing troops. It has given the 
subject much consideration since the oriz- 
inal note was written, but at all times there 
has been kept steadily in mind the propriety 
of removing the American troops from 
China as soon as this could be done con- 
sistently, 

it is intimated that the prospect for se- 
curing these objects through completely 
harmonious action by the powers its bright- 
ening every day. It is felt that this is a 
time for compromise positions, as between 
the Russian and German designs in China, 
and such propositions now form the sub- 
stance of nearly all the diplomatic exchanges 
which are in daily progress. The continu- 
ance Of quiet in Pekin, tending to reassure 
the Chinese officials, is believed to be rapidly 
hastening negotiations for a final settlement. 

The suggestion has been thrown out that 
the allied forces in Pekin be reduced to a 
number sufficient to insure the immediate 
safety of the legations, while the remaining 
forces retire beyond the walled city, perhaps 
to Tien Tsin, and if the progress of the ne- 
gotiations seem to warrant it, perhaps be 
withdrawn altogether from Chinese soil. 

There are only two obstacles to the execu- 
tion of this plan. One is the difficulty of 
framing suitable guarantees for the contin- 
vance to a satisfactory conclusion of the ne- 
gotiations for the final settlement. The 
other is the uncompromising attitude of one 
of the powers. 


One Obstacle to Overcome. 

It is now believed that the difficulty as to 
guarantees can be satisfactorily adjusted. 
The other obstacies may be overcome by a 
threatened isolation of the refractory pow- 
er, for ft is believed that no one power 
would care to pursue a war upon China when 
the other powers had deliberately expressed 
their judgment that further hostilities were 
unwarranted. 

Besides hostilities under such conditions 
tending to injure the interests of the other 
powers in China, might be regarded by them 
as authorizing a joint demand upon the sin- 
gle power for guarantees, which would be 
dificult to meet. 

For this reason it is hoped that the powers 
can be brought to act in harmony in the 
matter at the evacuation of Pekin, and it 
is entirely possible, if this plan is executed, 
that all of the American troops, save a 
small number left to guard the legation at 
Pekin, can be withdrawn from China be- 
fore winter sets in. 

Special Commissioner Rockhill has left 
Shanghai for Pekin. A report by cable from 
him, dated yesterday, indicated tuat he had 
begun the discharge of his duties as special 
observer of the present Chinese disturb- 
ances. Reports also were received today 
from Consul General Goodnow, at Shang- 
hai, and Consul Bowler, at Chefoo, both 
dealing with the conditions of the mission- 
aries. 


SAYS LI MUST GO TO PEKIN. 


Minister Conger Reported to Have In- 
sisted on Earl’s Presence at ~ 
the Capital. 


TIEN TSIN, Aug. 30, via Shanghal, Sent. 
7 (delaved.)—[Copyright, 1900, the Associ- 
ated Press.}—United States Minister Conger 
is said to insist that Earl Li Hung Chang 
shall be allowed to proceed to Pekin for a 
conference. Orders have been received from 
Washington that 5,000 American troops shall 
be divided between Pekin, Tien Tsin, and 
Taku for the winter. 

Plentiful supplies are arriving and are rap- 
idly forwarded to Pekin. 

The Germans are taking the initiative for 
the organization of an allie@ force for active 
operations in the Chi-Li Province, and the 
various commanders have been requested to 
coéperate and te designate their quota ‘of 
troops before the arrival of Count von Wal- 
dersee. The project is yet unsettled.

DE WET AGAIN IN THE FIELD 


LONDON, Sept. &—President Kruger's 
latest capital at Lydenburg has been eap- 
tured, and the Boer forces have split up and 
are falling back to the northward and east- 
ward of that town into the mountains. The 
War oftice gives out the following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts: 

‘ BELFAST, Friday, Sept. 7.—Ian Hamil- 
ton succeeded in turning the Boers’ right 
flank, clearing the way for Buller’s advance. 

‘Dundonald and Brocklehurst occupied 
Lydenburg Thursday. 

“The Boers are split up and going north- 
ward and eastward. Most of the guns and 
stores have been sent to Krugerspost, a 
smali town about twenty miles north by east 
of Lydenburg. 


Theron Reported Dead. 


“Hart, who is operating southwest of 
Krugersdorp, reports that among the dead 
Boers left on the field it is believed that the 
body of Theron has been found.”’ 

Commandant Theron of the Boer army 
was known as @ great scout. It was he who 
commanded the Boer flying patrol that de- 
railed and burned, early in August, near 
Honigspruit, the train carrying the United 
States Consul’ Stowe and flying the Stars and 
Stripes. | 


De Wet Near Johannesburg. 
PRETORIA, Sept. 8.—It is stated that Gen- 
eral De Wet has joined Theron in the neigh- 
borhood of Johannesburg and that the total 
Boer force there numbers 1,300.

John Philip Sousa said the Americanism of 
his band had been the chief factor in its suc- 
cess abroad.

After four weeks in Paris we 
played in thirty-five different cities. At the 
exposition the audiences ranged from 5,100 
to 100,000.

I CHART STOCKYARDS PIPES 


CITY OFFICIALS TRACE MAPS IN 
SEARCH FOR THEFT. 


Signs of an Eight-Inch Tube Without 
Meter, but Not Proof Enough to 
Make Digging Worth While—Pack- 
ing House Managers Think Charges 
Against Arrested Men Resalt of Ex- 
aggecration in Small Matters—Cases 
Continued Till Sept. 18. 


Charts of the water pipe system in the 
Stock-Yards were traced yesterday by City 
Engineer Ericson and Superintendent 
Nourse of the Water department. Com- 
missioner McGann instructed the men who 
have been engaged in the inspection of the 
system in the yards to go over the chart, 
which was made in 1895, to ascertainif any 
additional mains had been laid. 

It was stated that there was some evidence 
to indicate that an eight-inch pipe had been 
run into one of the large establishments 
without meter connections. Commissioner 
McGann said, however, that there was noth- 
ing conclusive in what had been found, and 
that unless thé suspicton was more firmly 
based it would not warrant the uncovering 
of the mains recommended by Superintend- 
ent Nourse. 

“There is nothing conclusive in what has 
been found,’ said Mr. McGann. “ More 
evidence would be necessary for the under- 


be a tremendous task.”’ 

It has been recommended by Superintend- 
ent Nourse that meters be placed on al! 
mains entering the yards to enable tha city 
to gauge the amount of water which is sup- 
plied there. The individual meters would 
record the amount used by the different 
firms, and any great difference would in- 
dicate a loss in the yards. The proposition 
is favorablv regarded, but it is said to have 
one difficulty. There are no meters large 
enough to record the great amount of water 
which is furnished the yards. Commissioner 
McGann stated that the largest meter he 
knew of was a ten-inch meter, while the 
large mains are twelve-inch. 


Think Water Office Exaggerates. 

Heads of departments of the Stock-Yards 
packing-houses, after considering’ the 
charges against the four men arrested on 
Thursday afternoon, advanced the opinion 
that the entire affair was petty and had been 
exaggerated greatly by the Water office 
people. That any of the packing-houses 
would wink at the surreptitious laying of 
pipes connecting with the city’s mains. for 
the purpose of stealing water was pro- 
nounced absurd. 

No movement was made at the yards dur- 
ing the day toward searching for illegally 
laid water pipes, nor was any attempt noted 
on the part of the packing-houses to antici- 
pate a search by getting such pipes out of the 
way. A detail of thirty policemen will patrol 
the yards until further orders from Commis- 
sioner McGann. Fifteen are on duty during 
the day and the others at night. 


Emergency Cause of Tapping Plug. 
The water that was taken from a city fire 
plug by Engineer Mitchell of the Anglo- 
American Packing company was said at the 
yards’ to be worth in the neighborhood of 
$1. Had the water not been taken from the 
fire plug the ammonia tanks in the refriger- 


rating plant of the company would have ex- 


ploded, said Engineer Mitchell, causing con- 
siderable loss of property and endangering 
the lives of several men. Never béfore, said 
Engineer Mitchell, had he taken water from 
a city fire plug pipe. The emergency that 
prompted him +o tap the fire plug, he said, 
he considered equal to that of a fire.

D. C., Sept. 8.—A woman giv- 


ing her name as Mrs. Rosa Heiking created 
a scene at the White House this afternoon. 

About a week ago the woman presented 
herself at the Executive Mansion, and, ac- 
cording 4° the statement of.the policeman 
on duty, said she wanted to see .the Presi- 
dent, aS some one was trying to. kill her 
and her children. . She was told that the 
President did not receive callers at that 
hour— o'clock—and she went away. 

Today she came again and insisted on 
seeing the President. The messenger and 
watchmen on duty at the door sought to 
pacify and induce her to leave the house. 
She grew more excited, however, erying 
hysterically, and at last a carriage from 
the House of Detention was called and the 
woman was led down the basement stairs 
and through the flower garden at the east 
front of the House. 

While being assisted into the carriage she 
scréamed at the top of her voice, which 
attracted the attention of the President,

He then turned back 
to the scene of the shooting and found Gates 
dead, while the murderers had fled.

When asked what studies he would take 
up here, he replied that it was difficult to 
gay as yet, for he ‘spoke but little Eng- | 
lish, and first of all would find it necessary 
to become familiar with the language. He 
has a bright, active mind, and is of an in- 
quiring turn, desirous of being posted in all 
up-to-date matters. He has not’ yet decided 
which college he will affiliate with, but will 

robably show a preference for the Colum- 
, when he is sufficiently advanced. 

Thus far his education has been carried 
on under the guidance of private tutors, and 
this same method will have to be pursued 
here until he becomes more conversant with 
the language and customs. He will par- 
ticipate in all social affairs during the winter 
and will be considered an acquisition, not 
only to the set which judges a man by his 
title and prospects but also by those who 
appreciate intellect, combined with a desire 
to advance human interests.

CLEVELAND TELEGRAPH COM- 
PANY SEEKS INJUNCTION. 


Asks That Alleged Bucket Shops Be Re-

‘Virginia has filed in the United States Cir- 


cuit Court a bill for an injunction restrain- 
ing various persons and firms from obtain- 
ing the market quotations from the Board 
of Trade. The defendants named are not 
members of the board, and it is asserted 
that they are doing a bucket shop business. 
Judge Kohlisaat, upon application yester- 
day, ordered that the various defendants 
come into court on Oct. 1 and show cause 
why the injunction should not be granted. 
The defendants are:

The telegraph company bases its action on 
a contract entered into between it and the 
Board of Trade on July 1, 1900. It isa re 
newal of the fight, in which the Board of 
Trade contends that it has a property right 
in the quotations. , 

The bill recites that for many years pre- 
vious the Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph companies collected and distributed 
the market quotations to all who would pay 
for the service, regardless of the fact that 
the members of the Board of Trade were 
paying their membership fees and the other 
necessary expenses of maintaining the or- 
ganization. It also sets up the fact that the 
reputation and good name of the Board of 
Trade was being impaired by the use of the 
quotations by unauthorized persons; that 
the organization was deprived of many new 
members that would have joined for the pur- 
pose of securing the quotations had they 
been barred from receiving them from other 
sources. 

The contract existing between the tele- 
graph company and the Board of Trade is 
then set up, showing that the company {js 


‘compelled to submit to the Board of Trade 


every sixty days a statement showing the 
names of the persons to whom the contin- 
uous quotations are furnished and also pay 
to the Board of Trade a sum per week for 
every one to whom the service is rendered. 


Charges That Quotations Are Stolen. 

The bill concludes with charging that 
Stone & Hoyt are the active parties to the 
alleged conspiracy and that they are main- 
taining an extensive system of wires for the 
distribution of the quotations to the injury 
of the Cleveland company and necessarily 
the Board of Trade. 

It is charged that the quotations are ob- 
tained in some way unknown to the plaintiff, 
that they arestolen either from some wire of 
the complainant, from the officé gf one of its 
customers, or from the wire of some cus- 
tomer. Stone has been convicted for tapping 
wires in the past. 

The fight is a renewal of the old contention, 
but under different circumstances in that 
the Cleveland company operates under a 


different contract from that of the Western. 


Union and Postal companies held with the 
Board of Trade. The Board of Trade be- 
lieves itself in a much better condition to 
make a successful fight than heretofore. 


CARETTE WAR AMAZES PATRONS 


Competition of a New Line Brings a 
Startling Innovation to North 
Side Residents.

The new bus company which 
entered the fleld several weeks ago and has 
new and brightly painted wagonettes and 
well fed horses is out for business from the 
old company. People seem to give the new 
company the preference of their patronage, 
and this has piqued the drivers of the.old 
line, who see persons whom they have car- 
ried for years step on a rival carette. Con- 
sequently. if one of the old buses comes 
along fogging at a snail's pace behind the 
car of the new company, a contest of speed 
to get to the corner where a knot of people 
is standing waiting for a carette is the spec- 
tacle to be seen. 

People passing in Rush street saw a race 
yesterday that would have done credit toa 
2-year-old after it had left triumphantly a 
field of a dozen on the racetrack. The peo- 
ple were, waiting at Ontario street and the 
new company got them as passengers. The 
new company’s horses are well cared for, no 
team being allowed to make more than three 
round trips a day, and they are in good con- 
dition for this kind of competition. 

“I'll make your nags look like selling 
platers if yer in {t to win out,"’ was the com- 
ment of one of the drivers of the new line to 
a rival after they had pulled up at the post. 

The new line now has ten buses in opera- 
tion and soon will add twenty-two. The 
route covered by both companies is nearly 
the same- The new company has several 
buses to go to the railroad depots in the 
southern part of the city.

ROADS SHIP LESS GRAIN 


BUSINESS OF WESTERN LINES 
SHOWS REDUCTION. 


Deliveries in Chicago to Sept. 1 Aggre- 
gate 171,102 Cars, an Eight Per Cent 
Decrease from Same Period Last 
Year — Loss Due to Smaller Corn 
Shipments—Live Stock Traffic Satis- 
factory—Ralilroads Will Carry Na- 
tional Candidates Free. 


The grain brought to Chicago by the West- 
ern railroads so far this year has been less 
than the amount in the first eight months 
of the last three years. Deliveries here to 
Sept. 1 aggregated 171,102 cars, a reduction 
of 8 per cent from the deliveries in the same 
period of last year, of 11 per cent from 1808, 
and of 8 per cent from 1897. The loss this 
year is due to the reduced movement of corn 
and to the small stocks of that grain in cribs 
along the Western lines in Iowa and Nc- 
braska, which made receipts smal! during 
the season, when in former years they were 
always heavy. The grain movement in 
August was more satisfactory to railway 
managers than in July and June. Receipts 
here last month were 27,216 cars, a gain of 
4,182 cars over July receipts, but the in- 
crease over June was only 71 cars. The 
improvement over July was due to the 
large wheat movement, 9,507 cars being re- 
ceived, the heaviest since August, 18%4, 
when there were 15,335 cars. The receipis 
of corn in August were only 5,390 cars, less 
than half of those in August of last year 
and the lightest for that particular month 
since 1894, when they aggregated 6,323 cara. 
The Burlington carried 20 per cent; Illinois 
Central, 14 per cent; Rock Island, 13 per 
cent; Santa Fé, 12 per cent; Alton, 10 per 
cent; Milwaukee, and St. Paul, 7 per cent; 
and the Northwestern, 4 per cent. 


Live Stock Traffic Good. 


‘The traffic in live stock for the last eight 
months has been satisfactory. 
at the Stock-Yards here were 178,025 cars, 
a gain of 1,660 cars over the same period of 
last year, but a loss of 5.7 per cent from 1898 
and of 55 cars from 18097. In August the live 
stock traffic ef all Western lines, not only 
those centering in Chicago but at other mar- 
kets, was above the average. Deliveries 
here were 23,110 cars, a gain of 1,214 cars 
over 1809 and 327 cars over 1898, but a loss 
of 1,303 cars from 1897. The Northwestern 
had the lead in live stock traffic with 5.017 
cars, or 21.8 per cent. It beat the Burlington 
by 11 cars. 


Calls Story Ridiculous. - 


“The story that the passenger agents of 
the Southern roads at a meeting held in 
Memphis decided that no special trains 
shall be run free of charge over the Southern 
lines for the Presidential or Vice Presi- 
dential candidates for campaigning purposes 
is too ridiculous to be discussed,’’ said the 
Vice President of one of the leading West- 
ern roads yesterday. ‘I can’t see what 


the general passenger agents have to do~ 


with the running of special trains for Presi- 
dential and Vice Presidential candidates. 
Suppose J. Pierpont Morgan, who abso- 
lutely controls the Southern railway, should 
tender a special train to President McKinley 
or Mr. William Jennings Bryan. Would the 
general passenger agent of his road call 
him to account for violating the agreement 
of the Southeastern Passenger association? 
Such action could only be taken by the 
Presidents, and there is no earthly prospect 
that they will do so. There is scarcely a 
road that would not be glad to carry the 
Presidential and Vice Presidential candi- 


dates over its lines free of charge on ac-™ 


count of the advertising it would give it.”’ 


To Increase Rate Percentage. 


The joint committees of the Trunk Line 
and Central Freight associations have de- 
cided to increase the ‘*‘ Three I's’ share ¢¢ 
through rates from 1 to 3 per cent between 
the Mississippi River and New York. A few 
years ago the percentage of the Indiana, 
lilinois and lowa road was materially re- 
duced on the greund that its mileage did 
not warrant its getting such a high percent- 
age on through business. The ‘*‘ Three l’s,” 
however, claimed that this reduction was too 
radical and that it was getting less thana 
fair proportion of the through rates. The 
contention of the Three being found 
to be correct its percentage was increased 
as stated above. 


Will Continue Switching Charge. 


A committee representing the Board of 


Trade of Kansas City, consisting of W. T. 


Hamper, J. 8. Mohr, Colonel N. P. Simonds, 
and George 8. Cookener, was in the cily 
yesterday and had a conference with Vice 
President Morton and Freight Traffic Man- 
ager W. B. Biddle of the Santa Fé regarding 
the $2 switching charge imposed by the 
Santa Fé on each car of grain entering Kan- 
sas City over its tracks. The Santa Fé offi- 
cials refuse to recede from the pasition they 
have taken. They say th® action was nec- 
essary to prevent serious loss to the com- 
pany, as it cannot afford to switch the grain 
free of charge to foreign roads. 


Grants $15,000 Subsidy. 


The $15,000 subsidy asked by the Cincin- 
nati, Richmond and Muncie railroad for the 
extension northwest from Muncie to Chi- 
cago was granted by Washington Township 
by a majority of 114. The road is to pass 
through Gaston and was being fought by 
the Chicago, Indiana and Eastern, which is 
now extending its line to Muncie, Ind., 
through Wheeling from Matthews, regard- 
less of the fact that the same township re- 
cently voted down a like subsidy forit. This 
insures the completion of the road from 
Cincinnati to Chicago, with Erie connec- 
tions on the north and Cincinnati, Hamilton, 
and Dayton connections south of Richmond 
into Cincinnati. 


New Company Incorporated. 


The Secretary of-State at Springfield, II1., 
yesterday licensed the incorporation of the 

oluca, Marquette and Northern railroad 
company, with a capital stock of $100,000. 
The object is to construct a road from To- 
luca northerly through the counties of Mar- 
shall and. Putnam to Marquette, Bureau 
County, with branches easterly, northerly, 
and westerly to the boundary lines of said 
counties. The principal office of the corpo- 
ration is to be maintained at Chicago. 

Wisconsin Central earnings for the fourth 
week in August show a decrease of $35,760. 
Earnings of the Illinois Central for the 
month of August made an increase of $188.,- 
638. Grand Trunk earnings for the fourth 
week in August increased $11,518. 

The Illinois Central has decided to meet 
the competition of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois by running one-way settlers’ ex- 
cursions from points on its lines to points 
in the East and Southeast. 

The Kansas City roads have agreed to 
run excursions from that place to Chicago 
on Sept. 10 and 26. the rate for which will 
be one fare, plus $2, for the round trip. The 
final return limit. of these tickets will be 
Oct. $1.

Abe _. Williams, Once Welterweight 
Champion of Illinois, Clubbed by 
Policeman, Is Discharged. 


Abe Williams, the veteran colored welter- 
weight champion of Illinois, appeared be- 
fore Justice Prindiville in the Harrison 
Street Police Station yesterday, and told the 
-eourt that he had been assaulted without 
excuse by Policeman Buffiam of the Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station. With the blood still 
flowing from a gash on his head, inflicted by 
the policeman’s club, Williams defended his 
reputation as a law-abiding and peaceable 
citizen. 
* Judge, your Honor, I’m a peaceable citi- 
zen,’ said the old fighter, as he wiped the 


- blood from his face with a handkerchief. 


“I never was arrested before in my life, and 
never did any harm to any one. I go right 
along and mind my own business, and I was 
doing it when this officer stopped and 
clubbed me. Why, Judge, if I'd wanted 
to, I could have lifted that officer up and 
floored him in a minute. I’ve done it to 
bigger men than he is. But I didn’t want to 
‘make any more trouble for myself, and I 
just held his club so he couldn’t beat the 
life out of me.”’ 

Policeman’ Buffiam stopped Williams at 
State and Twentieth streets early yesterday 
morning as the latter was going to his work 
as a cook at Quincy and State streets, and 
asked him where he was going. According 
to the policeman’s statement, he saw Will- 
fams reach for a razor, and, fearing a 
desperate fight, he used his ¢lub. 
‘Williams held the welterweight champ- 
fonship of Lilinois in the early '80s, and after 
retiring from the ring started a boxing 
school, in which many policemen, among 
them Inspector Hartnett and other promi- 
nent citfgens, took lessons.

Attorney ‘Darrow Drawing 

| Petitions Asking Uniform 
-Rate of 40 Cents. 


WILL DELAY FILING IT. 


Proposition Made of Buying the 
Ogden with View of Selling 
Later to the City. 


MENTION. OF A_ PRICE. 


Attorney Clarence 8. Darrow is engaged in 
drafting a petition to be filed by some gas 
consumer against the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company to require the sale of gas dt 
40 ents in all parts of the city. 

“It is not the intention to file this suit 
until it has become evident that there ‘s 
some tangible connection between the Peo- 
ple’s company and the Municipal Gas com- 
pany,’’ said Mr. Darrow. ‘“* Then, unless the 
People’s company complies with the de- 
mands of its patrons to avoid discrimination, 
the action’ will’ be entered.”’ 

Another petition is being drawn against 
the People’s company, to be filed by some 
stockholder, to enforce a standard rate 
throughout the city. This suit also will be 
held in abeyance until the gas war has set- 
tled the connection between the People’s 
and the Municipal Gas companies. 

Secretary Roger C. Sullivan of the Ogden 
Gas company said yesterday he had been ap- 
proached with an offer to buy the entire plant 
of the corporation. The offer was made by 
an agent whe said he represented a million- 
aire who wished to make the purchase in 
the interests of the city, which should have 
the right to buy the plant whenever funds 
were available. 

Mr. Sullivan informed his visitor that the 
Ogden Gas company was ready to dispose 
of its business if a satisfactory price were 
offered. He declined to state the exact sum 
the corporation would demand, but inti- 
mated that $6,000,000 would be near the 
price. | |

concéption of several well known capitalists 

© believe that the city ought to own and 
operate its gas plant just as it doesits water 
system.

FRENCH DEPUTY SAYS TARIFF 


UWEKASE SHOWS IT. 


Camille Pelletan Pablishes Statement 
to Prove That New Schedule Estab- 
lished for Imports Into Russia from 
France Is Designed to Damage Com- 
merce—Kaiser Considered as En- 
titled to Privileges in China, as He 
Suffered Most injury.

PARIS, Sept. 8—The disappointment 
caused by the Czar’s deciston not to visit the 
Paris exhibition finds scant compensation in 
the mission of M. De Witte, Russian Finance 
Minister,,and in the St. Andrew cross con- 

ferred upon President Loubet. 

Camille Pelletan, the radical Deputy from 
Marseilles, who, together with Yves Guyot 
and an influential! group of advanced Liber- 
als, regard the Franco-Russian alliance as 
a fallacy on the side of Russia, has profited 
by the present phase of popular lukewarm- 
ness towards Russia to publish some facts 
concerning the new Russian tariff which 
have attracted wide attention. 


Points to Specific Cases. 

Pelletan points out that the duties on 
French products established by the Czar’s 
last ukase are ruinous for French commerce, 
for the increase in duties varies from 20 to 
50 per cent and in some cases becomes prac- 
tically prohibitive. 

Rusia. he says, consumes annually 4,900,- 
000 liters of French wine. The new ukase 
rases the duty from franc a liter to 1% 
francs a liter. French wearing apparel, 
wool, silk, linen, and shoes are subjected to 
a 30 per cent increase of duty at the Russian 
frontier. Camille Pelletan complains that 
there are too many flowers and fireworks in 
the relations between the Quai d'Orsay and 
the Newsky Prospect, and suggests that a 
sprightly vaudeville entitled ** Les Surprises 
de l'Alliance Russe’’ would just now have 
as marked a success as did *‘ Les Surprises 
lu Divorce.’ 


Chinese Situation Improves. 

In diplomatic circles the outlook in China 
is considered more hopeful. The proposi- 
tions from Washington are regarded as sup- 
plying a basis for a mutual understanding 
between the powers, and it ts felt here that 
never before has American diplomacy been 
exerted with such weight and prestige in the 
world’s affairs as in the case at present. 
The opinion here is that Emperor William 
is determined to act alone and upen his own 
responsibility in regard to maintaining a 
large German force at Pekin, and that in 
view of the fact that Germany hasa greater 
Wrong to avenge than any other country, 
for Baron Ketteler was the only foreign 
Minister murdered by the Chinese, Russia 
and the other powers will agree to concede 
to the Emperor the satisfactien of having 
Count Waidersee at the head of an imposing 
German army corps make a solemn entry 
into Pekin with due Wagnerian pomp and 
ceremonial. 


Germany Entitled to Consideration. 

The Figaro today, taking the cue from:the 
Quai d Orsay, states that such a requtire- 
went om the part of the German Emperor 
would be fully justified, because the assas- 
‘staation of his personal representative places 
Germany ina different position from the 
other powers, and that, moreover, such a 
requirement is not incompatible with the 
evacuation of the Chinese capital by the 
troops of other nations. :

Mrs. Ellis Williams Declines to Permit 
an Oflicial Investigation Into the 
A@fairs of the Benevolent Fund for 
Officers’ Daughters, and Thereupon 
the Royal Patronage Is Withdrawn 
and One More Fashionable Charity

LONDON, Sept. 8.—Fashionable society 
is much exercised over the correspondence, 
just published, between the Prince of Wales 
and Mrs. Ellis Williams, which makes clear 
the reason why the Prince and other royal 
persons have withdrawn their patronage 
from the military benevolent fund for offi- 
cers’ daughters managed by Mrs. Willlams. 

Mrs. Williams and her husband have been 
living rent free in a fine mansion in Queen's 
Gate, where a school for officers’ daughters 
was established in February. Mrs. Will- 
iams agreed to an inquiry into the manage- 
ment of the fund by a committee appointed 
by the Prince of Wales under threats ofa 
withdrawal of the royal patronage in June. 
The Prince, as a result of these inquiries, 
requested Mrs. Williams to make the mem- 
bers of the inquiry committee members of 
her own Fund committee pending a possible 
reconstruction. 

Mrs. Williams did not consent. She wrote 
Sir Francis Knollys, the Prince's private 
secetary, as follows: 

‘* Notwithstanding my extreme deference 
for the Prince and every member of the 
royal family, I must ask you to convey to 
his Royal Highness that I cannot consent 
to members of the Inquiry, committee be- 
coming members of my committee. Also, 
that such an innovation as the introduction 
of strangers into a meeting of my commit- 
tee would be wholly subversive of the con- 
stitution of the fund.” 

Finally Mrs. Williams was asked to say 
“yes! or ‘no’ as to whether she would 
add the members of the Inquiry committee 
to her organization, and she gave an evasive 
reply. | 

The royal patronage was withdrawn, and 
since then the Prince’s example has heen 
followed by several members of the nobility, 
and the fashionable charity is in danger 
of coliapsing. 


AFRICANS IN PARIS SUFFERING.

| EUROPEAN RULERS IN DEADLY 
FEAR OF-THE ANARCHISTS. 


French Secret Police Believe a Pilot 
Exists to Kill Every Monarch on the 
Continent—Young King of Italy an 


“ special Object of Hatred—Kaiser 


Dons a Mailed Shirt to Ward Off the 
Assassin's Bullet or Knife—Thieves 
at Paris Fair. |

PARIS, Sept. 8.—The movements of certain 
notorious Anarchists who are traveling to 
and fro between here and London, coming 
here to hold conferences with several Itali- 
ans lately arrived from Paterson, N. J., are 
causing great concern to the Paris secret 
police. 

The French government regards seriously 
the stories published recently that there is a 
plot to kill every crowned ruler. 

A high official confided to me that the se- 
cret service recently secured undoubted in- 
formation showing that murder missions 
have really been allotted among the Anar- 
chists, not less than ten men, being assigned 
for the assassination of each’ potentate in 
order to decrease the chances of the doomed 
rulers’ escape. 


To Kill Italy’s New King. 

The Anarchists are especially anxious to 
kill the new King of Italy as soon as possi- 
ble, believing that if his death followed his 
father’s closely the moral effect would be 
such that a revolution might ensue. 

In connection with these facts Figaro pub- 
lishes a dispatch from its invariably well in- 
formed Berlin diplomatic correspondent say- 
ing that since King Huwmbert’s death the 
Kaiser has been terrorized, and his sleep has 
been troubled with nightmares. Also that 
he now wears a concealed protector of fine 
steel mesh, which is proof against bullet 
and knife.

Return of Lord Roberts to Be 
Used as Basis for Calling for 
General Election. 


ARMY ISSUE IN CAMPAIGN 


Hard Times for Trade and Mar 
ufacture Looked Upon as 
Certain to Come.

LONDON, Sept. 9.—Rumors respecting 
Lord’ Roberts’ retirement from the chief 
command in south Africa and Baden- 
Powell's visit to England are well founded, 
although premature. The campaign has 
degenerated into a hunt for half a dozen 
leaders, and when they are either run dows 
and captured or driven across the border inte 
neutral territory the bands of raiders wil 
break up. This may be an affair of weeks 
or months, for while there ts science in wai 
there is luck in fox hunting. ‘. 

The return of Lord Roberts will enable 
the government to dissolve Parliament and 
order the general elections, as it will be prac- 
tical evidence that the war has virtually 
ended. It has not been officially announced, 
but it will probably be the sequel to the 
capture of Lydenburg. 


Baden-Powell Offered Leave. 
Baden-Powell has not been ordered té 
England, but he has received an offer of @ | 
leave of absence from south Africa if hé 
wishes to pay a fiying visit to London before 
settling down to his important work in the 
conquered territories, 
The Unionist whips will be pleased if he 
should be in England on the eve of the dis- 
solution, but the War office will avoid the 
appearance of ordering him home as an 

election agent. . 
The trend of events points clearly to elec- 
tions In October or early, in November, al- 
though the dates have not yet been settled, 
The explanation commonly offered by thé 
Unionists is that the campaign has estab- 
lished the urgent necessity for a thorough 
reorganization of the British army, that 
a Parliament elected five years ago cannot 
understand so complex and difficult a piece 
of work.

Take Failures Too Seriously, | 


It would be an easy task to prove that 
Englishmen take too serious a view of their 
military failures and disappointments. 
Guerrilla warfare, whether conducted in 
the south African bush or in the Philippines, 
is a long, harassing struggle, without glory 
or prestige, and requiring unceasing ple 
tience. 

Lee and Johnston could have converted 
the four years of war into seven years of 
conflict if they had adopted the tactics of 
Botha and De Wet. The Untonists are une 
just to their own army when they bring the 
war to a close with a confession of military 
failure and a demand for a new Parliament, 
with a popular mandate for a complete and 
thoroughgoing reorganization’ of the milk 
tary establishment. Moreover, they ars 
neither logical nor practical.

AN PLANS IN CHINA 


OFFER OF A COMPROMISE ON THE 
.CZAR’S PROPOSAL DENIED. 
Kaiser's Reply to the Russian Note 
Suggesting the Withdrawal of the 
Allied Army from Pekin Accompa- 
nied by Reasons Why Sach a Course 
Is Deemed Inexpedient — Original 
‘Proposition of the St. Petersburg 

Cabinet Is Still in Force. 


BERLIN, Sept. 8.—[Copyright, 1900, the 
Associated Press.]—The number of Cable- 
grams, arriving seriatim, imputing to Ger- 
many compromise propositions in answer to 
the Russo-American proposals appear base- 
less. It is learned authoritatively that Ger- 
many, replying to the advice to withdraw 
her troops from Pekin, has sent Russia de- 
tailed reasons why this seems inopportune, 
and calculated to prolong instead of shorten 
the war. The arguments cited in detail in 
support of this contention were those given 


pear identical with the arguments advanced 
by several other powers. But aside from the 
reply to Russia Germany is playing a wait- 
ing gdme. 

The situation in China still continues diffi- 
cult in a diplomatic sense rather than from 
a military standpoint. The question of 
doubtful credentials in the casé of Li Hung 
Chang and other would-be negotiators con- 
tinue to play an all important role. It is 
understand that Dr. Mumm Von Schwartzen- 
stein, the German Minister to China, re- 
ported from Shanghai to the Foreign office 
here that he does not believe Li Hung Chang 
is properly authorized, judging from re- 
peated information which the Minister re- 
ceived there on the subject. 


Germany’s Purpose a Secret. 
A Foreign office official today said: 
“There are no signs that Russia means 
to repudiate her proposition. But as it was 
clear that the entente of the powers will not 
be affected thereby, Germany gave Russia 
a eye 4 answer to her proposition, but I 
tinable~fo state whether this answer 
ro ena to a rejection. I cannot give an

tradictory news cabled here from W ashing- 
ton is most unpleasant to the United States 
government. 


Li Hung Chang Discredited. 

“The doubt regarding Li Hung Chang’s 
credentials remains strong. has not 
been recognized by the powers as China's 
plenipotentiary. Dr. Mumm _ von 
Schwarzenstein, who is still at Shanghai, 
has not made a visit to Li Hung Chang, nor 
did the latter visit the Minister. If Li Hung 
Chang is a plenipotentiary, as he claims, it 
is his business to approach the representa- 
tives of the powers first. If Dr. Mumm von 
Schwarzsenstein went to Li Hung Chang 
first the Chinese would have used this to 
show the hated foreigners came and “ ko- 
towed’ before Li Hung Chang.”’ 

A member of the United States Embassy 
said today that “all the powers with the 
exception of Germany are anxious to make 
peace with China, and that they will prac- 
tically recognize Li Hung Chang as China’s 
representative.”’ 


Kaiser’s Welcome at Stettin. 

The Emperor and Empress of Germany. 
were festively received in Stettin, where, 
yesterday evening, the whole harbor and the 
river shore for miles were gorgeously illumi- 
nated. The fine squadron, composed of ten 
huge ironclads and a number of smaller ves-_ 
sels, which has been maneuvering in the 
Baltic, will remain in Stetttn harbor till 
Monday, when tactical movements in con- 
junction with the army maneuvers. will 
begin. The naval maneuvers will last until 
Sept. 14 and will be directed by Admiral von 
Koester. 


Protection for Agriculture. 

The Catholic national convention was held 
this week at Bonn. Important matters were - 
transacted. The convention passed a reso- 
lution in favor of the government giving 
suffering German agriculture a larger tariff 
of protection in the coming commercial 
treaties, also urging the readmission of the 
Jesuits to Germany and favoring the main- 
tenance of the Catholic missions in China.

British Sentiment Is Stieng. 


From members of Parliament for Ontario 
and the maritime provinces who have been 
here this week, and from letters from the 
other provinces dealing with this subject, an 
idea of the sentiment has been gleaned. In 
every case the British feeling in the constit- 
uencies is reported to be stronger, if that be 
possible, than at the commencement of the 
Boer war. The cost of the south African 
campaign, in treasure, war material, lives, 
and casualties has seemingly had no dis- 
couraging effect.. The work done by the 
Canadians, the frank admiration of the Bnit- 
ish people, the British officers, and the Brit- 
ish authorities for the Canadians, the sacri- 
fices themselves, have made the blood ties 
and the common bonds more effective, and 
brought the men and women of both coun- 
tries closer together than ever before. 

This being the situation in the English- 
speaking provinces, such speeches as Bou- 
rassa’s at Ste. Hyacinthe this week simply 
adds fuel to the fire. The member for La- 
belle County in the Dominion Parliament, it 
will be remembered, on the occasion re- 
ferred to flatly charged the Governor Gen- 
eral, the Earl of Minto, with coming over.to 
Canada as the tool of Chamberlain In a de- 
liberate scheme to entrap the Dominion in 
the wars of Great Britain. He made out that 
the mother country, with a population close 
on 40,000,000, was unable to fight 250,000 


. Boers without colonial help, and asked what 


would she do in case of a war with a conti- 
nental power, such as Germany or France. 

Part of the same scheme, he declared, was 
the sending over of Major General Hutton 
to command the Canadian militia, He was 
so to manipulate matters that the Canadian 
officers would volunteer to fight in south 
Africa and induce their men to do so. rather 
than face the risk of losing promotion and 
rank. 


Says Laurier Feared Revolt. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's concession to French- 
Canadian sentiment chat the sending of the

| precedent, it was let out by Mr. Bourassa, 


was made to calm an imminent “ revolt” 
among the.~French-Canadian Liberal mem- 
bers of Patliament from the Province of 
Quebec.

They ere 
waking up to the fact, as the effect of such 
speeches as Mr. Bourassa’s, that there does 
really exist in Canada among the Prench- 
Canadians a deliberate spirit of living, active 
hostility to Canadian help going to the moth- 
erland in the hour of need. | 


Queen to See Dominion Troops. 

Official dispatches received here state that 
the Queen has personally expressed her 
wish to inspect the Canadian troops when 
they leave south Africa on their way back 
to Canada. Her Majesty and the leading 
personages of the royal family’ and court 
are notably desirous of looking at the men 
who went in at Paardeberg and finished the 
redoubtable Cronje, compeling his surrender. 
The British authorities thought a delegation 
of picked men might be sent to England and 
paraded before the Queen, but the Canadian

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RIVALS IN GERMAN TRADE 


“HAMBURG MAY BE BEATEN BY 


-ROTTERDAM AND ANTWERP. 


Figures Showing the Rapid Growth of 


the Great Seaports of the Kaiser's 
Empire and the Influence of the 
Canals on the Shipping Industry— 
Emperor’s Dislike for the Free 
Thought Political Party Shown by a 
Recent Incident. 


[Foreign Correspondence of The Chicago Trib- 
une by D. B. Macgowan.] 
BERLIN, Aug. 24.—The fact that Germany 
has the greatest continental port, Hamburg; 
the two greatest steamship companies, and 
the two fastest steamers in the world, has- 


led to the general belief that the ocean car- 


rying trade of Germany is increasing more 


rapidly than that of any other country, and 


that Hamburg would soon displace Liver- 
pool. 


It has been overlooked, however, that the [ 


phenomenal growth of the Lloyd and Ham- 


burg-America lines has been largely at the 


expense of smaller German rivals. It has 
also been forgotten that ocean greyhounds 
carry little freight and consume much coal. 

Statistics just published have awakened 
great uneasiness in the German ports. They 
arouse the justifiable fear that Hamburg 


will be left in the rear by Rotterdam and 
‘Antwerp; that the cities at the mouth of 


the Rhine will carry more German freicht 
than the Elbe and Weeser ports. 


Growth of Hamburg’s Rivals. 
The tonnage of vessels arriving at Rotter- 
dam by sea increased 52% per cent within 
five years—from 4,143,000 metric tons in 1894 
to 6,323,000 in 1899. 
Amsterdam got rid of certain vexatious 


’ harbor dues two years ago, and since then 


has made splendid progress. The increase 
in tonnage was 16.4 per cent last year. Since 
1804 the increase was 41% per cent—from 
1,281,000 to 1,812,000 metric tons. 

Antwerp shows an increase in five years 
of 36.8 per cent—from 5,008,000 to 6,842,000. 

Hamburg still leads, with 7,768,000 tons, 
but the increase in five years was only 24.7 
per cent, or 1,540,000 tons. It is feared that 
Rotterdam will soon pass Hamburg, while 
Bremen is already falling back rapidly. In 
1894 the tonnage of Bremen was 2,172,000, 
in 1899 2,406,000, an increase of only 10.8 per 
cent. 

The friends of the canal from the Rhine to 


' the Elbe and Weser say the growth of Rot- 


terdam, Amsterdam, and Antwerp is due to 
their connection with the Rhine, and seem to 
think the proposed canal would send traffic 
from the Rhine to Emden, Bremen, and 
Hamburg. One may reasonably doubt 
whether the traffic in the opposite direction 


» would not be greater. 


Ban on Free Thought Party. 
That Social Democrats are treated as po- 


= litical pariahs in so far as their rights are 


not beyond all dispute constitutionally de- 
termined is an old story. That the govern- 


Ments regards the Radicals—Freisinnige, 


free thought party—with almost equal ab- 
horrence is not so generally known, and is 
often more or less studiously denied. 


The refusal of the Prussian Minister of } 


the Interior, Baron von Rheinbaben, to rec- 
ommend the confirmation of the election of 
ohe Dr. Dullo to an office of honor and profit 
in the city of Koenigsberg, is therefore in- 
structive. Dr. Dullo is a Radical, but was 
elected by a considerable majority, although 
the Radicals are in a minority in the Com- 
mon Council in Koenigsberg. 

The King of Prussia has the right to veto 
the election of any city official. The right 
is Often exercised when the fitness of the 
wandidate is unquestioned. It will be re- 
called that Mayor Kirschner was kept in 
suspefise over a year, no action being taken 
by the government because the King wished 
to express his disapproval of the action of 
the Berlin Assembly or Common Council in 
the matter of a monumental gate at the 
entrance of-the cemetery where the fallen 
révolutionists of 1848 are buried. 

It was only after the courts decided the 
police. had the right to forbid the erection 
of the gate, on the ground it was designed . 
to glorify revolutionists, that the choice of 
Mayor Kirschner was confirmed. 


-Declines to Give Reasons. 

As usual, the Minister of the Interior de- 
clined to publish the government’s reason 
for refusing to confirm Dr. Dullo’s election. 
A friend of Dr. Dullo, in a letter to Die 
“Nation, explained that he was a member 
of thé party committee of Eugen Richter’s 
party and of the radical democratic Wald- 
eck society, and that he had often deliv- 
ered political addresses. 

Dr. Dullo was informed, it seems, that a 
police report accused him, in his speeches, 
of seeking ‘to establish a political alliance 
between his party and the Socialists. He 
declared the police could not have under- 
stood his speeches correctly, and begged to 
be shown the accusation in order that he 


‘might produce stenographic reports of his‘ 


speeches. The request was denied. Dr. 

Dullo was then told by the local Governor 

his confirmation might result if he resigned 
the Waldeck society. 

The publication of these facts caused ex- 
pressions of sharp dissatisfaction from the 
Radidal, Liberal, and National Liberal press. 

The Kbtnigsberg Common Council, at its 
meeting, unanimously adopted a resolu- 
men regretting the action of the govern- 
ment, becalise the veto “was not due to 

)@ensideration of the welfare of Kinigsberg, 
sane that city was unjustifiably deprived of 
the services of a faithful and competent 
official.” 

On this occasion a member of the Com- 
mon Council gave a history of the case. 
Dr. Dullo was invited to see the local Gov- 
erner. The latter read to him an order from 
tie Minister of the Interior refusing to con- 
Drm his election and sharply condemning 
Ris political course. Dr. Dullo was refused 
m@ copy of the paper and was warned he would 
me brought before the disciplinary court — 
he is already a minor official—if he did not 
mend his ways. The Alinister’ $ paper care- 
fully avoided giving any facts. It was 
merely a lecture on Dr. Dullo’s character 
as a politician. The Governor ended by 
Stamping the entire interview and corre- 
#pondence as confidential."’

Shortiy before or upon the outbreak of 
the ‘Transvaal war, Emperor William asked 
Czar Nicholas if he would participate tn an 
intervention in favor of the Boers.

‘promise of France not to fall upon her back 


in case of difficulties with England. France 
would make no such declaration. Czar Nich-

make trouble in any part of the world.

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GAS GOES DOWN 


grBADY DECLINE NOTED IN LAST 
WEEK’S TRANSACTIONS. 


giock Decreases 35-8, Bringing the 
Price Down to 891-8, the Lowest 
Since 1896—Possible Strike in An- 
thracite Coal Region Creates Wide- 
spread Fear — Peculiar Financial 
Sitaation—Republican Success in 
Wermont Causes No Animation. — 


[BY BE. 'W. HARDEN.) 
“New York, Sept. 8.—{Bpecial. }— People’s 
Gas was hammered again in today’s stock 
market. Quotations went off to 894%, with a 
close at 90%. This marks the lowest price 
at which People’s Gas has sold since 1898. 

At the opening of the market this morning 
there was considerable pressure to sell gas, 
but fair support was developed after the 
initial break. Chicago was again credited 
with being the principal factor in the selling 
movement, and Standard Oil interests were 
said to be buyers of the stock. During the 
week ended today sales of People’s; Gas 
stock have been in excess of 117,000 shares, 
and a net loss of 8% has been shown, 

During the week the stock market has con- 
tinued apathetic, notwithstanding the good 
showing made by the Republican vote in 
Vermont. Predictions had been freely made 
that a decisive Republican victory in that 

 8tate would bring about a renewal of ac- 
tivity and higher prices. 


Week’s Sales Insignificant. 


The Republicans had more than the ex- 
pected majority in Vermont on Tuesday, 
but aside from a little support in the market 
on Wednesday morning thére was no in- 
crease in activity over that existing last 
week. Total sales for the week ended today 
were 866,000 shares, as compared with a 
total of 738,000 shares for last week, thus 
making 1,600,000 for the two weeks, while 
for the one week in last year corresponding 
with the week just ended there were sales 
of 2,209,000 shares. Sales for the last two 
weeks, therefore, are 600,000 shares under 
the figures for the one week in last year.) 

The possibility of a political scare still ex- 
ists. Apparently no one in Wall street be- 
lieves that Bryan will be elected, but there 
is doubt expressed in other parts of the 
country, and this has affected the purchase 
of securities. 


Usual Situation in Money Market. 

The situation in the money market pre- 
sents some surprises.. In today’s bank 
statement there was shown a loss of 
$4,022,000 in reserve, while there was an in- 
crease of nearly $2,000,000 in loans, and de- 
posits increased $2,794,000. The movement 
In money during the week indicated a gain 
in reserves, and it was in part the result of 
the increase in Joans that a falling off was

tightening in the money market. and \pewte 
‘ber of life insurance and trust companies 
which are big lenders of money began re- 
ducing their outstanding loans. This con- 
Unued, however, for only a few days, both 
eall and time money being offered in plenti- 
ful volume, and the disposition to call loans 
was ended. Six months’ money is offéred 
d ly at 4 per cent. and this rate is being 
shaded where the credit of borrowers is par 
ticularly good. Asa whole, the stock market 
today closed above the figures of last week. 


Expected Strike Causes Decline. 


The loss in the quotations for stocks which 
_&re large coal carriers is the direct result 
of the labor difficulties. There is shown for 
the week a decline of 4% points in Central of 
New Jersey, 2% points in Reading preferred. 
Wall street is expecting a general] strike 
among the mine workers. and as a result of 
this there is a wood deal of long stock thrown 
on the market, and there is also a considera- 
ble amount of short selling. 

The excellent demand for coal, with ad- 
vancing prices, would mean a gait in the 
earnings of all the big coal carrying roads 
if there were no strikes to prevent. Railroad 
issues as a whole. wére strong during the 
week, gains being shown in a majority of the 
grangers and in others of the active railroad 
shares. Missouri Pacific, for example, 
gained 1% points on sales of 33,000 shares, due 
in great part to a belief that Standard Oil 
interests were acquiring large blocks of 
stock in the company. 

While the Goulds have persistently denied 

-that they were in danger of losing control 
of the property, the fact remains.that the 
Rockefellers have been big buyers of the 
stock during the last few months. It is re- 
ported to be their desire to secure contro! of 
Missouri Pacific and to effect a consolidation 
of that company with other railroad lines 
in the Southwest now controlled by them. 


Other Railroads Do Well. 


The strength in the railroad issues, which 
have not been affected by the possibility of 
labor troubles, is due to the excellent show- 
ing made in reports of earnings. St. Paul, 
for example, showed an increase of $137,000 
in earnings for the last week in August, as 
cOMpared with the corresponding week a 
year ago. In comparing this year’s figures 
with those of last year the fact should not 
be overlooked that railroads were enjoying 
& period of remarkable prosperity twelve 
months ago. ; 

Crops were excellent in 1899, and the coun- 
try was in the midst of a period of industrial 
prosperity such as had never before been 
experienced. There has been a decline in 
the volume of trade this year; as compared 
With last, and that railroads shoujd con- 
tinue to show increased earnings evi- 
dence of a remarkably healthy condition of 
The amount being expend- 
ed on improvements and: charged to operat- 
ing expenses at the present time is also con- 
siderably*in excess of that of a yeaf ago, 
though it was then quite large. , 


England’s Cotton Action Important. 
The reported intention of cotton spinners 
in Bngiand to reduce their output is a matter 
of considerable importance. Unless cotton 
bills come in freely the export of gold may be 
fesumed at an earlier date than would other- 
wise be the case. The fact that cotton bills 
are expected in large volume during Septem- 
ber and October has acted as a deterring in- 
“fluence on the export of gold, and it was only 
as the result of special concessions made by 
the Bank of England and the sale of ex- 
chequer bonds in America that brought 
about the exports during the last of July and 
first of August. 
The Bank of England now has large gold 
MeServes, but apparently is desirous.of still 
er increasing them. Inactivity in the 
Stock market has undoubtedly tended to dis- 
COlrage trading in these securities and has 
Griven speculators into the grain and cotton 
Markets.

“ We know that for a long time you have had 
much competition of the unfair and unjust sort to 
contend with, but we congratulate you upon the 
fact that the companies that have been most 
prominent in demoralizing their own business 
and that of their agents are fast reaping their 
reward—some have already passed out of sight; 
others are slated to pass out of sight ere many 
months, and by and by you will only have com- 

ies to compete with that are in harmony with 
sound practice in fire underwriting.

BERT’S BAD DEFEAT, 


| David Garrick with Bullman Up Wins 


Island by Taking Advantage of Spen- 
cer’s Poor Pilotage of the Favorite—

New York, Sept. 8—The last day of the 
Coney Island Jockey club’s fall meeting at 
Sheepshead Bay attracted a big half holiday 
crowd. An interesting card was offered for 
decision, with the Annual Champion Stakes 
of $25,000 and the Great Eastern Handicap 
of $7,500 thé features. Both furnished stir- 
ring struggles, and more than the usual 
amount of excitement. David Garrick, at 
the liberal price of 20 to 1, won the Annual 
Champion, beating the odds-on favorite, 
Ethelbert, a neck in a hard drive, while 
Douro was third, only a neck away. The 
time, 3:56, was fast, and constitutes a new 
track record, the old mark of 8:58 having 
stood since 1882, made by Hindoo with 108 
pounds up. 

Unfortunately the result of the race left an 
unsavory feeling, as Spencer’s ride on Ethel- 
bert was so bad it looked almost criminal. 
He appeared to be in a trance, and only woke 
up when too late to win with the favorite. 
It is hard to detract from the credit due 
David Garrick and Bullman, but good judges 
all agree that the best horse did not win.

Mont., have caught the craze, and strikes, 
spares, and breaks form part of the daily 
discussion.

Twenty-five Thousand in Chicago. 

In Chicago the growth of the game has 
been amazing. Conservative estimates by 
those in @ position to know place the num- 
ber of bowlers in the city at 25,000. Oné 
agent alone has 16,000 nannies of resident 
players on his mailing list, and though 
‘he’s got ‘em on his Mst” there afe thou- 
sands who escaped th® bowling enumerator. 

To accommodate this nurnbef alleys have 
sprung up with mushroom-like growth, and 
at the present time it is estimated there are 
between 450 and 475 establishments posses 
sing from two to seventeen alleys. 

And more afe comitig. Just at the present 
time, when fiearly all of the alleys are being 
renovated, the alley buildérs cannot keep 


up with their orders, dnd all are agreed the 


season fiow about to begin will be by long 
odds the busiest they have ever experienced. 
Time was when New York was the ceiiter 
of bowling, but now the Gothamites have 
been compelled to step to the rear and give 
way to the young giant of the West, It was 
the Western contingent that saved the in-« 
ternational tournament held last June in 
New Jersey from being a dull and lifeless 
affair. Not only did the Western bowlers 
exceed the Easterners in point of numbers, 
but the Washington team of Chicago, cap- 
tained by Frank Brill, captured the cham- 
pionship. 

Recognizing the status of the game in this 
section the Eastern clubs consented to hold 
the next meeting of the American Bowling 
Congress in Chicago, and the event, under 
the guidance of the enterprising bowlers of 
the West, is expected to far outshine any 
of its predecessors. It is proposed to hold 
a tournament in connection with the con- 
gress, and this, in conjunction with the an 
nual tournament of the Illinois Bowling 
association and the various league cham- 
pionships, will keep the local players busy 
until the hum of the mosquito is again heard 
in the land. 

Leagues May Namber Thirty-five. 

Fourteen leagues compéted last season for 
the championship of Illineis, only one of 
them, Peoria, being from out-of-town. This 
season it is estimated there will be between 
thirty and thirty-five local leagues in exist- 
ence atid fully twenty of them will compete 
in the annual bowling for the championship 
of the State. 

The feature of last season’s work was the 
number of new bewlers who came to the 
front, and this season the battle for first 
honors is likely to be closer than ever. 

The thirteen leagues which competed last 
year in the State championship were the Chi- 

cago, North Chicago, American, South Side, 
Interclub, North Shores, Lake ‘View, Com- 
mercial, West Chicago, Southwest, North- 
west, Schoenhofen, and South Bnds. Nearly 
all of these will be in existence this season, 
although some of the clubs composing them 
will be changed. 

In addition te these several hew leagues of 
promifience have come into existence. Prom- 
iment among them is the Business-Men's 
league which has just completed its or- 
ganization and issued its schedule. It was 
formed principally through the efforts of 
George R. Baker of the Drug Trade Bowling 
club, his idea being to form a league in which 
business-men only should be allowed to com- 
pete. The idea was to do away with the com- 
petition from alleykeepers who have chances 
to practice such as the ordinary business- 
man does not possess. The new league Will 
pow! a series of fifty-six am on Mussey’s 
alleys. 

Another new league is the Board of Trade, 
the membership of which is made up from 
the following firms: F. G. Logan, Weare. 
Commission company, MeReynolds & Co.,

GEORGENA’S TARDY DEVELOP- 
MENT OF GREAT SPEED. 


HARNESS HO 


€nder McDowell’s Care the Winner of 
the Charter Oak Stake Has at Last 
Falfilled Her Early Promise—C. J. 
Hamlin’s Success as a Breeder of 
Speedy Horses—Movement to Place 
tstarted Judges itn Charge of the 
Grand Circuit Race Meetings.

There is much of interest in the unwritten 
history of the chestnut mare Georgena, that 
won the $10,000 Charter Oak Stakes for 2:15 
trotters at Hartford last Monday in com- 
manding fashion, trotting one of her win- 
nihg heats in 2:07%, a rate of speed that 
has been excelled by few trotting mares. 
When it Is considered that thirty days before 
the Hartford race Georgena was in the 2:15 
class, with no apparent prospect of ever 
getting out of it; that she had been trained 
for at least six years by various men and 
pronounced by all to have reached her limit; 
that one rich man who is an owner of some 
of the best bred horses in the land, but has 
never had much luck in securing a race win- 
ner, had sold her for $250; and that the mare 
was the cause of his trainer and driver leav- 
ing him—when all this is taken into account 
it will be seen that Georgena’s story is of 
more interest than that of the average trot- 
ter. 

To begin with, she was sired by a blind 
horse. This was the stallion Epaulet, a 
fine-looking bay stallion that made a rec- 
ord of 2:19 many years ago. He was bred 
in Kentucky by a member of the Dorsey 
family, that first made the Golddust strain 
of. blood famous, and taken North when 
he could show so fast that it looked as if 
championship honors might be within his 
reach, but he went blind. He was given 
@ good class of mares by the Philadelphia 
man who bought him, but his success in the 
stud was only moderate. 


Passes into McDowell’s Hands. 

} is not a young mare or a new 

pupil at the trotting game. Several sea- | 
gons ago it was considered she was at the | 
end of her accomplishments in the trotting 

line, but last spring Andy McDowell, the 

man whose name is familar as the driver 

ef Alix, Directum, Crickett, and a lot of 

other horses that have -trampled on the 

world’s records for trotters and pacers, took 

the old. mare in hand to prepare for the 

campaign. McDowell was at that time head 

trainer and driver for John Shults, the mil- 

Honaire baker of Brooklyn, N. ¥. New, Mr. 

Shults had at one time owned Georgena and 

had sold her for $250. Therefore, when his 

trainer acted as if the discarded trotter was 

the best th in his string there was a 

chance for friction, and itt came. The result 

was that McDowell left the Shults farm 
and started forth for the campaign with 


nothing in his string but Georgena. 
Albany 


was where the mare trotted her 
first race. this seasen, and she was beaten 
by Nigger Jack. This was no surprise to 
the turf followers, who had been in the 
habit of seeing her beaten for several years, 
but in, that race McDowell learned a few 
things ‘about the mare, and also made up 
his mind that she was a really great trot- 
ter. Therefore, when he reached Glens 
Falls the following week, that being his first 
essay at grand circuit game, he begged his 
friends to back the mare, who went begging 
for $10 in pools ef more than $100. They 
laughed at Andy, but he went out and beat a 
good Geld in straight heats with the old 
mare, trotting one of the miles in 2:12\. 


First Defeat of Lord Derby. 

‘It .was this heat, and the fact that 
one of the beaten horses was Lord Derby, 
and that he went on a trot all the time, 
that opened some people’s eyes as to what 
the mare could do, for on that same day 
the stallions Gayton, Charlie Herr, and Dare 
Devil were trotting for their lives, and so 
slow was the track from recent rains that 
2:12% was their fastest hedt. Now’ Dare 
Devil and Gayton were known to be about 
2:08 horses -when at their best, and when 
the mare could equal their performance on 
the same day and track she must have class. 
And when she beat Lord Derby, with him 
on a trot all the time, and stepped away 


‘from him in the stretch with perfect ease, it 


was another strong argument in favor of all 
that; McDowell had claimed for the mare, 
because Lord Derby had shown by his 
previous races that any time he went on a 
trot 2:10 would not stop him. ' 

This race converted some people, but still 
the majority of horsemen argued it was a 
scratch performance, and that the race at 
Boston the following week, when some new 


_ talent was to be met, would prove them in 


the right. But at Boston old Georgena won 
in straight heats, just as she had done at 
Glens Falis, and, although the boys kept 
arguing she was not of much account, they 
were forced to admit that she had won one 
of her heats in 2:00%, and it is not every 
day a trotter in the 2:15 class can beat 2:10. 
‘When that race was over and it became 
known that Georgena had been secured to 
trot for the Lawson nomination in the $10, 
000 Charter Oak Stake at Hartford, there 
Was a general expression of opinion that she 
would not be anywhere in particular at th 
end of the race, as the cream of the 2: 
horses were to be there. 

Unsteady at Providence. 

Georgena’s race at Providence the follow 
Ing week gave a color of probability to this 

on, as the mare was unsteady, and 
althotgh she won in straight heats fhere 
were a couple of breaks that made it look 
as if she could have been beaten by a good 
2:12 horse had one beeh on hand that day. 
For this reason the odds in the Hartford 
race were as good as7 to 1 againgt Georgena. 
Lord Derby was the favorite, with York Boy 
@ strong second choice, while Alameda and 
ell the others in the field of twelve had good 
support. 

That Georgena won the big race and trot- 
ted to a record of 2:07) in so doing is history. 
She could have done the trick in straight 
heats had McDowell not been caught nap- 
Ping by Alameda, who beat Georgena 
through the stretch in the opening mile, but 
to do so had to trot the final quarter in 30% 
seconds. After that McDowell was careful 
to take his mare away in front and keep 
there by a safe margin, and in this way he 

had no trouble in stalling off the rushes that 


ord Derby and Alameda made. . 

Among the crowd that witnessed the race 
‘was Mr. Schults, who once sold Georgena for 
the ‘mare if he remained in the Shults em- 


+ the mare if she remained in the Shults em- 


pioy. But Mr. Shults is a philosopher and 
one of the truest sportsmen that ever trotted 
a horse. He was satisfied to see the best one 
win, no matter who was beaten. 
Successful Breeder. 
yenerable Cicero J. Hamlin, now 80 
years of age, was at Hartford last Monday 
to see his horse, Lord Derby, trot in the 
$10,000 Charter Oak Stake, and the old gen- 
tieman was always the center of an inter- 
ested group which listened to his horse lore 


and philosophy. 


With the possible exception of the late 
Governor Stanford, Mr. Hamlin is today the 
Most successful breeder of trotters, and he 
is also a shining example of the beneficial 
effects of an outdoor life when one is in- 
terested in sport, as at 80 he wears no 
glasses and is as active, mentally and phys- 
ically, as the average man of twenty years 
less age. Mr. Hamlin began the breeding of 
trotters as much as forty years ago, but 
of course In those days there was little 
known about the lines of blood that would 


* be most likely to produce speed at the trot. 


It was a case of trying a likely colt for 
speed, and if he could step a three-minute 
gait a great find had been made. 

But after the Hambletonian family had 
established itself as the one great soetrce 
of trotting speed Mr. Hamlin went into the 
breeding business in earnest, and for the 
last thirty years has been gradually in- 


' ¢reasing his operations, until now he has a 


crop of colts each year that never numbers 
less than 100, and to produce these there is 
@ great breeding stud in which stallions and 
mares that have made themselves famous 
on the turf are in use for the production of 
speed still greater ghan their own. There is 
@ peculiar joy which the breeder of a colt 
feels when the animal wins a good race 
that no other sort of triumph will equal. 
When The Abbot trotted in 2:04% at Provi- 
dence the other day and tied the gelding 
record what pleased Mr. Hamlin most was 
the fact that he owned the sire and dam

Unlike Senator Stanford, who will always 
rank with Mr. Hamlin among the trotting- 
breeders of America whose names wil! 
not fade, the Buffalo man has no prejudice 
against pacers, while the Californian would 
not permit one to be trained on his place. 
Mr. Hamlin is just as fond of a good pacer as 
he is of a crack trotter, and nothing in his 
turf career pleased htm more than when 
his home-bred filly Lady of the Manor got 
the record for pacing mares. She is now in 
the broé@ mare ranks, and her colts by the 
Hamiin stallions will have the blood that 
has produced some of the fastest trotters 
and in the world. 


Trouble in Getting a Driver. 

In the matter of securing a driver for 
his horses after he began to raise good ones 
Mr. Hamlin had more trouble than with 
any other part of the enterprise. He had 
several who were more or less valuable, 
but Mr. Hamlin could never quite make 
up his mind that they knew more about 
training and driving than he did, and in- 
sisted on having that part of the enterprise 
run under his personal directions. Of course, 
this led to jangles, and one driver after an- 
other passed through the Hamlin mill, until 


Mr. Hamlin, who at that time was not rais- 
ing all the fast tretters and pacers that he 
would like to campaign, took a fancy to Hal 
Pointer, which Geers was driving, and after 
he had bought the horse induced Geers to 
continue in charge of the horse. Mr. Hamlin 
soon found that the Tennesseean knew more 
about horses than any driver he had thus far 
met, and it was not long until he was driv- 
ing all the Hamlin herses, and has been doing 
so ever since. 

In the nature of things Mr. Hamlin can- 
not long continue to be interested in trot- 
ters, and there is considerable interest felt 
by horsemen as to whether, in the event 
of the senior partner’s death, his son, Harry 
Hamlin, would continue the present plan 
of campaigning a strong stable every sea- 
gon. That he likes the game is admitted, 
but no man who ie familiar with trotting 
thinks any big stable van make money, when 
one year with another is considered, and 
there are those who fancy that with the 
death of the elder Mr. Hamlin the Village 
Farm colors will no longer be seen dowa the 
grand circuit. 


Paid Judges for Trotting Meetings. 

There is a movement on foot among some 
of the most prominent owners and drivers 
| of trotters and pacers whereby the stew- 
} ards of the grand circuit will, at their an- 
nual meeting next winter, to arrange classes 
and purses for 1901, be asked to consider 
the question of securing a competent paid 
judge to be present at every meeting in the 
circuit and practically take the manage- 
ment of the judges’ stand. 

It is admitted by every man who has to 
do with the trotting turf that the present 
method of securing judges for importart 
meetings is hopelessly bad. To properly 
judge a trotting or pacing race requires not 
only a knowledge of the rules governing the 
| sport but also an acquaintance with the 
horses in the various classes, which nothing 
but association with them can give. A paid 
judge who started with the circuit at De- 
troit would, in a meeting or two, have the 
faults and peculiarities of every horse well 
learned, and this would enable him to avoid 
many mistakes that are now of weekly re- 
currence, owing to the fact that at each 


the races. 

Another reason why the presence of a 
paid presiding judge would help matters 
is that now the man holding that position at 
an important meeting is generally a local 
politician, who is given the place in order 
that he may display himself before his con: 
stituents for a few days. His associates in 
the stand are “ prominent citizens " of lesser 
caliber politically, but with the same dense 
ignorance of everything pertaining to har- 
ness racing as it should be conducted. Or, 
if by chance the political leader is well post- 
ed on the rules of the game and is also a 


much of a politician to give an outsider a 
fair deal when there is in the race a local 
horse or two. There is no occasion to go 
into details on this point. Every man who 
has trotted horses away from home knows 
that every season flagrantly wrong de- 
cisions as to the relative merits of horses 
are made in order that a local driver may 
have the best of it. Possibly he is training 
a horse or two for one of the judges. 

In the best of towns this prevails to some 
extent. The strong members of the grand 
circuit are Detroit, Cleveland, and New 
York. The work of the judges, the starter, 
and the timers at those places is away above 
the @verage. But at some of the other meet- 
ings it is simply horrible, and the resultant 
remarks show that the weak points of some 
of the officiais are well understood. A paid 
judge is the remedy. The starter can of 
course do much harm, but Frank Walker, 
who has charge of tlijs department of the 
sport at most of the large meetings, is con- 
coded to be the most able man in the country. 
As a rter he is in a class by himself, and 
when an association which is. giving large 
purses selects a cheap starter for no other 
reason than that the price suits there is 
always caustic comment from those who 
own and handle the horses. , 

One man to start the horses and another 
to place them at the finish and to decide all 
points that might arise would be an ideal 
condition of affairs, and that is what the

AUTUMN FOR SPORTS 


YALL SHOOTING SEASON IS NOW 
FULLY UNDER WAY. 
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Prairie Chickens Are Pientifual in Illi- 
nois ‘and Have Evidently Been Well 
Cared For in the Last Year—Mayor 

‘Harrison’s Good Luck—Indians Are 

Gathering Wild Rice on the Shores 

of Northern Lakes—Value of the 

Ginseng Root.

The fan shooting season is now fully under 
way, and the heart of the sportsman is glad. 
While the schoolboy turns to his books, his 
father turns to the wide book of outdoors, 
There is always something to be learned, by 
either the one or the other. Never ts the 


the beginning of the school year, when he 
turns from the woods and fields and waters 
and sets his mind upon things which seem 
less important to him, even as they are less 
attractive. The child of a larger growth, 
who bears the distinguished honor of being 
his parent, finds his big and pleasant out- 
door book more tasteful in these days, when 
the leaves of the cottonwoods will soon be- 
gin to sift, when the maples will soon grow 
scarlet, and when the golden rod bedecks 
the edges of the stubbles where the big 


grouse lie. 
It.is.to bea sporting autumn, so say 
the prophets. Indeed, it has already proved 


itself to be a good geason, even though it 
has run but a single week. The promise of 
the last weeks of August is more than ful- 
filled, so far as the local chicken crop is 
coneerned, and it is the prairie chicken 
which comes first -upon the program of the 
autumn shooter of Chicago. 


Plenty of Chickens in Illinois. 


It is apparent that the chickens of Illinois 
have been pretty well cared for over a good 
part of the State, much better than have the 
birds of States farther west, such as Minne- 
sota and Dakota. The prairie chickens of. 
Tilinois are not gone by any means, but on 
the contrary afford still further proof that 
when given a decent chance they are more 
than able to take care of themselves. A 
couple of weeks ago it was pointed out in 
these columns that in all likelihood there 
would be a considerable number of chickens 
found not’far from Aurora in this State, a 
town which is practically a Chicago suburb. 


week killed sixty-seven birds there in a 
trifle over a day, which is top bag for the 
State so far as known to the writer at this 
time. Another party of three guns killed 
sixty-two birds in a day and a half near 
Gilman, to the soutg of Chicago, a point 
where there is a good stretch of up- 
land country, long the favortte cross- 
ing place of the golden plover on 
their migrations. Another party of three 
guns, who shot near the Kankakee bottoms, 
report thirty-seven birds, killed within 
sixty miles of the city. Mayor Harrison and 
his friend, ex-Mayor Hempstead Wash- 
burne, shooting a Httle way west of the 
city, managed to get a dozen and a half of 
birds, but were handicapped by lack of good 
chicken dogs, the latter being a commodity 
which not even Mayors can have at beck 
and call. 

In all probability there were 10,000 chick- 
en dogs, or alleged chicken dogs, that went 
out on the first day of the shooting season 
in the broad flelds of the State of Illinois, but 
if there were two dozen really first-class 
chicken dogs among them the average is 
better than usual. The old chicken dog is 
a lost chord, or a lost art, or whatever sort 
of thing it Is that is good to have in the 
family but is always missing when wanted. 
He is passing away, and for the good reason 
that there is no longer sufficient reason for 
his existence. Nowadays there are but a 
few days of each year in this part of the 
country where the use of a chicken dog is 
profitable or imperative if one is to get birds, 
and it does not any longer pay to train a 
dog for that one sort of bird. 


Seasen Lasts but a Week. — 

Roughly speaking, we now say that the 
Illinois chicken season is of about one 
week's duration. After the first week in 
September the edge of it is pretty well taken 
off, though that is not to say that after 
that time one cannot get some birds now and 
then, perhaps a good bag. But counting’in 
the week or two of illegal shooting, which in 
spite of all is apt to come in at almost any 
locality, and counting in the rapidly increas- 
ing wildness of the birds after Sept. 10 or 15, 
it may well be said the chicken season is 
the briefest of.all our sporting specialties. 
Once the most dependable of all our sports, 
it has now become as freakish, as brief, as 
much advertised, and much more enjoyed 
than the cisco fishing season in one or two 
of our Western lakes in spring. If you are 
on the spot and at just the right time, you 
have good fun, and presently it ts all over. 
The hurry ef the chicken harvesters is as 
great.as that of those who sweep down the 
golden fields of grain with their phalanx of 
reapers when the exact tinge of the wheat 
shows that no time dare be lost. Yester- 
day there were thousands of prairie chick- 
ens alive in Illinois. Today there are hun- 
dreds. Even so, there are as many as there 
were last year at the same date, and it is 
cheering to be able to think that perhaps the 
good people of Illinois will yet in time come 
to value this big dnd beautiful bird enough 
to properly protect it and insure its life for 
all time on the land which was once its 
chosen kingdom. 


Brainy Bob White Quail. 

The prairie chicken is much more helpless 
than {ts little neighbor, the Bob White quail. 
The former cam survive with civilization 
around it, though only by reason of the ut- 
most care and special effort in its protection. 
The latter, upon the other hand, is most 
abundant in the middle of civilization, and it 
can take care of itself with less than half 
the protection demanded by its bigger con- 
gener. The grouse breeds but once a year, 
or at least it $6 Breéds only rare excep- 
tions, whereas the quail often in good years 
raises two of perhaps eight, ten, or 
each. The grouse takes to the opén, 

the quail to the thicket. The grouse fly 
bunched together when put up, and even 
then do not hunt cover, but fly straight 
away, and likely alight in full sight upon. 
short gtass of corn. e quail when flushéd 
in a bevy scatter to every point of the com- 
pass, and each individual becomes an inde- 
pendent skirmisher for himself until the 
signals’ announce that all is ready for the 
assembly once more.

all over Tilinols and Indiana. No one seems 
to do much at hunting quail ahead of the 
season, -perhaps because the weeds and 
leaves are early in the fall too high to make 
the hunt successful. The dangerous time 
for the quail is after the season is over and 
the snow is here, at which time the chicken’ 
is not relatively in so much danger from 
marauding shooters. 

Harvest Time fer Sportsmen. 

The fall, then, is thé harvest time for the 
sportsman, as well as for the farmer. It is 
the garnering time forall nature. The little 
red squirrels, the chipmunks, the gophers, 
the woodchucks," all sorts and conditions of 
the ttle wood folk, have long been working 
away at their winter stores. The beaver 
is cutting his cottonwood, the deer is lo- 
cating the yarding ground to which he will 
come back when the snow falls. Even the 
Indian, lasy and shiftiess as he is, is now 
adapting himself in part to his new sur- 
roundings, and in part clinging to the ways 
of his forefathers, which bade him lay 
tribute upon wild nature at this time of 
coming autumn. To the north and north- 
west of us, in Wisconsin and in Minnesota, 
the indians are now making their harvest, 
and a wild. and singular harvest it is—one 
which is of much interest to the few white 
men who have seemed to care to watch it 
in its progress. . 

The Indian’s grain field is no level land, 
brought under plow by days or years of 
labor. Not for poor Lo is the labor of the 
white maf. Providence always sowed for 
him, and if he is ever asked to do this for 
himself he will simply do as the young man 
alleged he would do for Annie Laurie—he 
will lay him down and die. It might have 
been, and probably was a bluff on the part 
of the young man who was infatuated with 
Annie urie, but it is no bluff on the part 
of the Indian. He will die before he will 
work. He is an austere man, and he reaps 
where he has not sowed. His harvest of 
the fall is that of the wild rice. 

All overmany parts of our northern lakes 
the wild rice grows abundantly—sometimes 
with good crops, sometimes with poor, just 
as in the farmers’ years. This year there 
is a heavy crop over most of Minnesota and 
much of consin, and this week the In- 
dians are going out to their harvesting. 
They know the time to a day, for they 
learned it of necessity. As soon asthe long, 
rough, bearded heads grow dark and full on 
the long, pale green, graceful stems the 
least wind will shake the full contents off 
and into the mud, from which there is no 
such a thing as recovery. It is touch and 
go with the wild rice crop, much as it is 
with the wild poultry of the stubble fields. 


Indians Gathering Wild Rice. 


The Indian. knows when the time has 
ocme. You might have seen him and his 
family, his squaws, pappooses, half-breed 
relatives and their families also, this last 
week making down to the shores of any 
one of a thousand lakes in the Northwest., 
The big waters of Lake Minnetonka, for 
instance, are this year edged with miles of 
heavy rice flats, and though this lake is 
close to St. Paul and Minneapolis, and isa ; 
pure summer resort place now, and not in 
the least fit to be called a wild locality, it has 
in the mysterious fashion of the red man 
this fall been spotted as a prime place to , 
gather the wild rice. Not all the summer- 
resorters who are lingering around that big 
and beautiful water may perhaps know that 
it is this week @ harvest field. They may 
not see the tiny smokes of the rude little 
camps where Papa Indian and his family 
are living, withdrawn a little back from the 
water into the bushes, with the inherited 
caution of the red man, perhaps intensified 
by the fear that some of the summer hotel- 
keepers may see and rob him as they have 
their white brethren all summer. 

In the lakes of the upper part of the pine 
country, where the Indians can secure birch 
bark, his univerBal boat is the canoe made 
of the birch bark, which is above all things 
a lasy man's vessel. Lower down in the 
country of the wild rice he uses a flat, narrow 
light draught wooden boat when he goes out 
to harvest his rice. For, be it known of the 
ignorant, this is the way he gathers the 
rice, in a boat and not by a reaper. The 
Indian’s boat is his reaper, his thrash- 
er, and his wagon all in one. It is 
@iso his traction engine, the fat and 
more or less good-natured squaw in the 
stern furnishing most of the traction part 
of the engine, and indeed doing most of the 
work. The head of the family devotes a 
great part of his time to wearing a deep, firm 


hole in the ound along shore, where he 
sits down th great precision and deter- 
mination. 


Wild Rice as Food. 

The wild rice itself is a food little known 
by white men, but is well worth acquain- 
tance. It can be prepared for the table much 
as our domestic rice, boiled, steamed, or 
made into puddings and the like, and when 
properly cooked it is most delicious, and fan 
superior to the article that you buy in 
stores. The grain is long, likean oat kernel, 
and is covered with a dark husk, which 
makes the rice look a trifle odd when cooked, 
if one has always been accustomed to see- 
ing the pure white rice of commerce. The 
Indians usually boil it, using sugar when 
they can get it, but eating it eagerly any- 
how. It is known as semi-staple in the 
frontier housewifery of such regions as 
produce both wild rice and wild Indians in 
abundance. The white men do not usuall 
care to take the time to gather it. . 

Intimately connected with all the sports- 
man’s plans is this beautiful, graceful plant, 
the wild rice. The shooter who wants ducks 
knows he must find wild celery, wild smart- 
weed, or wild rice, the latter being the com- 
monest food of the wild ducks in the upper 
part of the Northwestern country. Often 
we see “ young teal duck ”’ advertised, ille- 
gally, of course, upon the bills of fare of 
gome of the city réstaurants, just as one 
could obtain young prairie chickens here in 
Chicago two and three weeks before the 
legal season opened. There are some men 
who like to pay $1.50 for such a bird, be- 
cause they are not sportsmen enough to kill 
jt themselves, or naturalist enough to know 
when it is good. As a matter of fact, the 
flapper or half-grown duck which is killed 
near its nest in the summer time is not half 
go good as the same bird shot in September. 
The wild duck cannot feed on the wild rice 
until after the latter has begun to drop 
down into the mud and water. As soon asit 
does begin to shatter and fall off the ducks 
resort to the rice beds and rapidly grow 
fat there. The decoy shooter knows how to 
take advantage of that. The would-be gour 
mand would also know how to take advan 
tage of it if he only had sense enough to get 
out of doors once in a while himself and 
learn something from the pages of the big 
and lovely book of nature. It was nature 
that gave the wild man and the wild bird 
this food, and it gave it to the latter just 
at the time when its other food was failing. 
The little half-grown flapper tastes of mud 
and fish. The full-grown duck, fed for a few 
jwweeks on the wild rice, is fat-and delicious. 
Kill your teal now and split him open along 
the back. Make a big fire of ironwood 
branches and let it die down to a bed of 
coals. Boil your wild rice teal over that. 
Then you have a bird which cannot be 
bought in any city. 


Gathering the Ginseng Crop. 


There is yet another wild sort of harvest 
going on now, of which but few white men 
know who do not live in the land of pine or 
hardwood forests. This is the gathering of 
} the ginseng crop. There Is hardly a more 
mysterious article of commerce than the 
ginseng root, Everybody knows it is found 
wild, that it grows from New England to 
Minnesota, that it is shipped to China ex- 
clusively, and is worth many dollars per 
ounce, a single man sometimes making $20 
er $30 for a day’s work in gathering it. 
Not so many persons know much more than 
this, or know that the ginseng crop is one of 
the staples of the backwoods year. The 
ginseng harvest begins in the summer, but 
is now at full height in some localities, not- 
ably Lower Minnesota, where whites, red 
men, and half-breeds are busy at work with 
the varying success which makes this fas- 
cinating pursuit a most uncertain quantity 
from a financial standpoint. 

The ginseng plant is a little, lowly, hum- 
ble plant, trifoliate, branching, and spring- 
ing up from a stout, bulbous root of a whit- 
ish color. The root is what the ginseng 
hunter wants. It grows in all sorts of fan- 
tastic shapes, and the shape has something 
to do with the value it has in its ultimate 
market, which is China. The Mandarin of 
is a sure cure for anything on eart + ee 
of a foreign invasion. A piece of root 
shaped forked, like a man, will bring a price 
running literally into its even weight in 
gold. The trapper of our North woods hunts 
fur in the winter and ginseng in the summer 
and fall. By the time snow files he will

The first meeting of the newly organized 
Northwestern Chess association occurred ah 
Excelsior Lake, Minnetonka, Minn., Mon- 
day, and proved to be an enjoyable and suc- 
cessful gathering of Western chess players. 
The new association owes its existence to 
the enterprising chess players of Minneapo- 
lis ahd St. Paul. The organizers at first 
intended. to confine membership to the 
Northwestern States, but at the meeting it 
was decided to extend its scope to the whole 
country, and for that reason a new name 
may be given to the baby. 

At the business meeting George B. Spen- 
cer of St. Paul, a prominent player and 
chess editor of the St. Paul Dispatch, was 
chosen President, while E. P. Elliott of Min- 
neapolis, the efficient secretary of the Chess 
and Checker club, was elected Secretary 
and Treasurer. The following Vice Presi- 
dents were chosen, and their duties are to 
promote the association in their several 
States: C. C. Hunt, Montezuma, Ta..; 
Parker, Olathee, Kas.; Dr. J. L. Ormsbee, 
Springfield, Mo.; Paul R. Herwig, Milwau- 
kee, Wis.;'T. N. Hartzell, Kearney, Neb.; 
W. H. Lyons, Newport, Ky.; 8. B. Owen, 
De Smet, 8. D.; J. E. Lewis, Grand Forks, 
N. D.; Dr. Cullom, Duluth, Minn.; J. D. 
McGrath, Brookhaven, Miss.; L. Uedemann, 
Chicago. 

A committee was appointed to frame ap- 
propriate resolutions on the ‘death of ex- 
Champion 8Steinitz. 

It was decided that future tournaments 
shall not be one-day contests, but extend 
over a period of one week, commencing on 
the third Monday in August, to be held in 
different parts of the country and, if possi- 
ble, at some summer resort. That will give 
players everywhere the opportunity to ar- 
range their vacations accordingly in ad- 
vance. It is the intention to have three 
tournaments at the meetings—a major, mi- 
nor, and free-for-all.

theory of the evolution of man, is 
now under way, with the money 
of a Vanderbilt behind.

J. Walters, a student of Yale, 
backed by George Vandérbilt, left | 
New. Haven on Sept. 1, and ex- 
pects to take up his still hunt on the Island’ 
of Java about Oct. 15. Professor Haeckle of 
the University of Jena, and one of the most 
noted scientists of Europe, will leave Jena 
about the ist of October on the same quest, 
end the race may be to the swift. 
Several of these animals are said to have 

been seen in the forests of Java, and‘every

Becuring a specimen. 


The pithecanthropus belongs te the ape 
Yamily. Its name comes from the subdi- 
vision pithecia, of the family cebide. Sci- 
entists have credited its existence accord- 
ingly as they have accepted the Darwinian 
idea of the origin of man. Stories of the 


‘creature have come from travelers and from 


natives of the jungles—stories even to the 
carrying off of women by this strange 
creature, which so closely is allied to man. 
Credence is given to these stories by the 
followers of’ Darwin, for the reason,that of 
all the known members of the ape family, 


none approaches near enough to man in 
general attributes to be accorded the place 


of missing link. All of them have marked | 


likenesses to man in many physical features, 


but none is a convincing proof of the theory . | 
gap so palpably open in the present genealog- 


in itself. 

Briefiy, the Darwinian philosophy holds 
that all animal life began with a few primi- 
tive forms of living organisms. Granting 
that of all these present forms man is at the 


top, the question is, How did he get there. 


and from what lower order? Darwin held 
that man was not necessarily a developed 
ape; only that far back in the history of 
world-building the man-branch of the ape 
stock diverged from the normal, and that it 
gem grr through ages to develop along the 
lines of its differentation. : 


‘In.a great measure the study of the known . 
. found rudimentary organs in man; showing 


apes and monkeys has been disappointing 
to scientists, who would have made mana 
direct descendant of the ape group. Four 
of the best representatives of the group 
now known are the gorilla, chimpanzee, 
orang-outang, and gibbon. But no one of 
these approaches man more nearly than 
another, and all fall far short. 


The brain of the orangoutang, with. the 
convolutions, is more nearly like that. of 
man than is the brain of any of the others. 
But, on the other hand; the body of the 


gorilla is most like the body of the man. 
It is here that such intense interest lies in 
the’ pithecanthropus. If in brain, skeleton, 
and general physical outline it can show @ 
more marked likeness-to man—can fill in the 


ical chain of the human race—it will mean 
much to the science of anthropology and to 
the whole theory of evolution. 


Tracing the tracks of man back through . . 
the ages, the scientist has found many gaps’ 


in the fossil history of the creation. Even 
primitive man burned or buried his dead,,. 


‘and there are ages which never will yield: 


their secrets to the scientist. Yet his .re- 
eearch into the customs, rites, and manners 
of savage tribes point to a lower erigin for 
even these rude species. Again, as pointing 
to this evolution of man, the scientist has. 


departures from the ways of life of his an- 
cestry. As for example, the well-defined ear 
muscles in man could not have been of use 
to him had he been born to his present high 
estate. 

The question of the missing link twenty- 
five years ago was more in the public ear 
than it is now, but today it has not been an- 
swered. If the pithecanthropus shall give 
evidence in support of the Darwinian the-. 


ory, it promises to be quite as welcome as it 


is now unnecessary.

SIX TONS OF: HONEY 


RAISED IN CHICAGO. 


Busy Bees Inside Limits Supply Much of That Sold in the City. 


the problem that pugzies the man 
who would produce honey with- 
} out the necessity of going into 
the country and far away from 
the home markets. It ig not the 
easiest thing in the world to raise 
bees in fown, yet there are sev- 

eral successful apiaries in Chicago. 

Honey is sent to the market in two ways, 
the first as comb honey, which is considered 
by many people as prima facia evidence that 
the-honey is not artificial, and the second is 
extracted honey, for which the word of the 
farmer must be taken, as well as the word of 
the commission dealer:and the grocer. 

The man Whose abode lies. somewhere near 
nowhere in particular, away from railroad 
transportation facilities, and who has to de- 
pend upon his wagons to take his product to 
the railroad station, where it:is unloaded 
and again loaded for the city markets, will 
likely come to the conclusion that honey- 
combs are fragile affairs and will extract his 
honey and bottle it before it leaves his bee 
farm. ; 

This undoubtedly provides the opportunity 
for unscrupulous .parties to manufacture 
**real”’ honey, made from glucose and a 
light yellowish coloring matter. Still, much 
genuine honey is sent to the market from the 
country in bottles, where it would arrive in 
town in bad shape had Jt been sent in the 
original combs, owing to the amount of 
handling, jarring, and exposure that the 
boxes would have to go through before it 
reached the city commission man. 

The city beekeeper, therefore, has the best 
of it. He can take his combs to market 
readily and in many cases people come te 
him for his honey, see it taken from the 
combs, and g6. home satisfied that they are 
getting the genuine bees’ product. The city 
apiarist naturally finds difficulty in locating 
his farm where a sufficient space ts provided 
betweensthe “ colonies,” for bees are pug- 
nacious things and when one army gets with- 
in hailing distance, or stinging distance, of 
another army, there is bound to be a battle

| the harvest of honey on that particular 


farm. Still, the outskirts of any large city 
provide plenty of room for the apiarist, and 
this is the case in Chicago. Then again the 

. country beekeeper has the advantage of not 
having to build sheds and fences for his bee 
colonies. 

One Chicago apiarist, who has successful 
hives in the city, as well as in California, 
tells how the beekeeper, city or country 
product, may advertise bis honey in a way 


that defies the newspaper advertising man. ° 


His plan is to send out invitations to his 
friends and the friends of their friends, the 
local editors, and everybody whom he can 
"possibly think of. The guests are invited to 
attend the “‘ annual harvest,” to bring their 
luncheons along with them, and spend the 
day on the farm. They are invited to see the 
honey extracted from the beehives, safely 
protected from the stings of possibly indig- 
nant bees by a gauze screen. They are al- 
lowed to taste the pure honey as it ‘comes 
from the hives, and incidentally there Is a 
large amount of the honey, ready extracted 
and packed, for those who wish to buy and 
take it home with them. - 

The enterprising bee man who follows this 
method, it is promised, will readily dispose of 
his harvest, if he does not dispose of it before 
the last guest has left the farm at the end 
of the harvesting day. ‘ 

The country beekeeper is ahead of his city 
cousin in the amount of honey he can har- 
vest. Unlimited space, absente of disturb- 
ance of any kind, which cannot possibly be 
avoided in the city, no matter how far into 
the suburbs the city aplarist travels, tends 
to make the bees work overtime and place 
them at their ease. 

Heavy and close atmosphere, mingled with 
city dust and smoke, does not improve either 
the health or dispositions of the busy bees. 

The season's crop of the apiarists in (Cni- 
cago will yieid about six tons this year. One 
of the largest of the local apiaries is near 
North Kedzie and West Cosgrove avenues 
and West Montrose boulevard. There are 


some 300 “colonies,” kept in four yards 
about two miles from each other,

BRYAN AND THE PEACE TREATY. 
Two features: mark the speeches which 


Mr. Bryan is making during the present 
campaign. One of: them is the studied 
avoidance of all mention of “16to1.” The 
other is his reiterated explanation of his 
reasons for advising the ratification of the 


treaty with Spain whereby the United 


States obtained title to those islands whose 
surrender by it to Aguinaldois now Bryan's 
paramount issue.” 


It is well understood why the candidate 
who talked of hardly anything but free 


silver four years ago does not mention it 
now. This is not because he has changed 
his views on the subject but because he sees | 


those views are not favored by a majority 
of the voters. He harps continually on the 
part he played in the ratification of the 
treaty because he feels that the people 
cannot reconcile it with his preseng,Philip- 
pine policy, In January, 1899, he urged the 
ratification of.a treaty whereby sovereignty 


ever the Philippines was transferred to the 


United States, which agreed to pay Spain 


$20,000,000, and also made certain agree- 


ments concerning Spanish trade with the 
islands and the protection of Spaniards re- 
siding there and their property. Now the 
people hear Mr. Bryan saying that “ no pre- 
text can be made that we have a good title 
tothe Philippines” and that “we can 
neither properly buy them nor secure them 
by force.” After listening to such remarks 
as this they naturally wonder why Mr. 


Bryan was willing to pay twenty million 


gold standard American dollars to Spain 
for nothing, and why he was willing the 
United States sheuld bind itself by treaty 
obligations in order to break them. It is 
not strange that many men believe Bryan 
acted as he did last year in order to make 
sure of a fresh “ paramount issue.” 


It is to remove this impression, if he can, . 
that Mr. Bryan -is explaining twice on 
every weekday why he counseled the rati- 


fication of the treaty. He explains labori- 


ously that he hoped the Senate would at 
the same time adopt a resdlution declaring 


that it was the intention of the United 


States to give the Filipinos independence. 
He omits carefully to say that such action 
‘on the part of the Senate would have been 
amere expression of opinion and would not 


have bound the government, as did the 


Cuban joint resolution which Congress 
adopted and the President signed. 


Nor does Mr. Bryan ever mention the 
fact that he urged the ratification of ‘the 


treaty after President McKinley’s Philip- 


pine proclamation had been made public. 
In that proclamation nothing was said 


about giving the Filipinos independence, 
Its closing words were, “‘the.bestowal of 
the blessings of good and stable government 
upon the people of the Philippine Islands 
under the free flag of the United States.” 


Mr. Bryan could not find in these words 
any approval of his policy of doing and 
then undoing—of ratifying a treaty in order 
to cancel it. In January of 1899 Mr. Bryan 
was “ making an issue” and playing poli- 
tics. Now he is talking feverishly to per- 
suade the voters that such was not the case.

THE DECADENCE OF THE SERMON. 
The Rev. Dr. D. 8S. Gregory, editor of 


| that robust religious magazine, the Homi- 


letic aon in a recent issue talks to 
his Presbyterian brethren in the ministry 
in-an exceedingly plain manner. He says: 


“In a ministerial body, say, of seven thou- 


sands, there are perhaps several thousands 
of us that no one will hear preach; sev- 
eral thousands more that few want to 
hear preach; many more that, are heard 
by goed people under stress of duty; and 


comparatively few that are heard gladly,” 


all of which may be set down as whole- 
sale characterization of a not flattering sort, 
most vigorously expressed. That it will 
attract widespread attention in the pulpit 
is inevitable when the authority of the 
official vehicle of the statement is consid- 
ered, 


It is a sad state of things, but Dr. Greg-. 


ory does not look uponit as hopeless. After 
stating the nature of the disease he pro- 
poses a remedy. That comparatively few 
ministers are heard gladly by the people 
he believes is due to the fact that minis- 
ters are wrongly educated. He says the 
constructive or creative powers of the mind 
are Jeft undeveloped and only the acquisi- 
tive and memorizing faculties are cultivat- 
ed. Such knowledge is “ rubbish, mechan- 
ically gained and mechanically held, if held 
at all.” This is Dr. Gregory's view of the 
preacher’s work: 

It is in a supreme sense constructive and cre- 
ative. He Is evermore a builder, using as his 


materials the forces of thought and life, the true, 
the beautiful, and the good. The powers of 


scientific and artistic interpretation and con- 


struction furnish him with the materials in proper 
shape for use in his greater work of practical 
construction. .. . Along this line must be 
found his peculiar intellectual preparation for his 


calling. 


To produce this kind of work Dr. Greg- 
ory evidently believes students in theology 
must do something besides praying and delv- 
ing in the tomes of the fathers. He affirms 
that their work must be more structural 
and literary and that they must study the 


creations of the great minds of all ages 


in all directions. Theology may furnish 


the raw material, but the raw material 
must be worked up with more of beauty 
in style and proportion, and it must be in- 
fused with the artistic spirit. The science 
of theology, to be made attractive, must 
take on the spirit of the new century. 
People have outgrown the style of Calvin 
and Mather and Edwards. They care little 
for controversialism, less for didactics. 
They want something new, fresh, and alive 


in matter and artistic and beautiful in 


manner, and they want it placed before 
them in ataking way. Dr. Gregory would : 


have the coming generation of ministers 
not alone contractors to furnish materials, 


‘but architects to construct them into har- 
| monlous aug attractive shapes. Now and ,

all that is beautiful in the old centuries. 


DISAPPOINTED TRUSTEES. 

The drainage trustees had expected te 
sell next year bonds to the amount of 
$3,000,000, and with the money thus ob- 
tained to erect a number of new bascule 
bridges to take the place of center-pier 
bridges and make other improvements in 
the river. The progressive reductions of 
the assessed valuation by the Board o1 Re- 
view are cutting into the revenues and the 
bond-issuing power of the Sanitary District 
so that the trustees are beginning to fear 
they will be able to carry out only a small 
part of the extensive program they had 
sketchec out. ~ 

It will not be an unmitigated misfortune 
if the drainage trustees are not able to do 


quite so much work next year as they reck- 
‘oned on and have to spread over four or 


five years the expenditures they had hoped 
to make in one, It is difficult te spend 
much money in a short time and do it eco- 
nomically. The proverb “he who goes 
slowly, goes safely” is peculiarly true of 
public officers who have the spending of 
public funds. The drainage trustees will 
get less—and the contractors more—for 
$3,000,000 if laid out in one year than if 
laid out in three years. 

The trustees may console themselves with 
the reflection that perhaps the asscssed val- 


uation of property in this city and county 


will be higher when it leaves the hands of 
the members of the State Board of Equali- 
zation than it will be when it reaches them. 
That board has the last word and probably 
will make use of its privilege. Chicago 
readers canrot have overlooked dispatches 
from different parts of this State to the 
effect that the assessing authorities of, a 
number of outside counties have noticed 
with alarm the reduction in the Cook Coun- 
ty valuation, and are going to ask the State 
Board to raise that valuation. The tax- 
payers of those counties would like to see 
the figures of last year restored. Then 
their share of the State tax would be no 
larger than in 1899. 


The pressure ‘upon the State board to aad 


ething to the Cook County valuation 
no doubt will be too strong to be resisted. 
Possibly the Board of Review is of that 
opinion. It is impossible to tell how much 
its labors will affect city drainage district 
or park revenues yntil the equalizers who 
eg meet at Springfield have done their 
work. 


PITTSBURG@’S OCEAN FREIGHTERS. 
It is announced that the great iron and 
steel interests at Pittsburg have placed 
orders for the construction of ten large 
freight vessels to ply from Lake Erie ports, 
via the Welland Canal and the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, to markets on the other 
side of the Atlantic. The inability to get 
satisfactory freight rates on the railroads 
is said to be the cause for this radical 
step. The Pittsburg manufacturers are 
determined to the foreign markets in 
which their iron and steel are now in de- 
mand, and they expect to do it by get- 
ting their products to the seaboard and 
across the ocean more cheaply by the St. 
Lawrence route. 
If Pittsburg is going to adopt this policy 
Chicago can do likewise. If Pittsburg can 
gain anything by establishing an ocean line 
of freighters there is nothing to prevent 


| Chicago from profiting in even larger meas- 


ure from a similar enterprise. The dis- 
tance from here to the ocean is greater, but 
this is more than offset by the fact that 
Pittsburg is not on the great lakes. Chicago 
has the advantage of an all-water route, 
while Pittsburg must first ship its iron 


} and steel by railroad to Cleveland or Con- 
| neaut, where the cargo must be transferred 


to vessels. If the Pittsburg boats can get 
through the Welland Canal with sixty car- 
loads apiece, the boats from Chicago can 
carry the same qmount, and at the same 
time can save the cost of a railroad haul 
and a second handling of the cargo. There 
is no reason why the Western metropolis 
should not carry its own exports abroad if 


EKastern manufacturers can save money by 


such a policy. 

No enterprise of this kind can give Pitts- 
burg an advantage over Chicago as an iron 
and steel center. Chicago has the benefit 
of a location that insures its ultimate su- 
premacy in the iron business. Its prox- 
imity to the exhaustless ore beds of the 
Lake Superior region gives it better and 
cheaper ore than Pittsburg. It has an 
abundance of soft coal within easy reach 
on the south. It has better railroad facili- 
ties than any other city in the world, and 
it has a lake route to the ocean always 
ready to be utilized when found desirable. 
It can build its own vessels and compete 
with the Carnegie and Rockefeller export 
fleet if anything is to be gained by means 
of such a fleet. Chicago will watch the al- 
leged Pittsburg experiment with interest 


- §TREET RAILWAY QUERIES. 

It is no exaggeration, but only a plain 
statement of fact, to say that the list of 
questions issued by the special Street Rail- 
way committee of the City Council on 
Thursday, and intended to be answered vol- 
untarily by individual citizens, is the first 
official effort yet made in this country to 
outline a comprehensive street railway 


policy. There are important omissions in | 


the list, but it was designed to be as brief as 
possible, and in the main it includes essen- 
tials. 

Logically considered, the first inquiry re- 
specting this subject—although this precise 
order is not followed by the committee—is as 
to whether the city should (1) own and op- 
erate the street railways, or, if not, should 
(2) own the tracks and lease them out to an 
operating company, or (3) should continue 


‘the practice of authorizing a company both 


to own and operate all street railway fa- 
cilities, Following these inquiries, the com- 
mittee also requests suggestions as to ways 
of financiering the acquisition either of the 
tracks or of the systems by the city. 

The next question is naturai!y as to wheth- 
er the tenure of an operating company 
should be (1) perpetual, or (2) for a long 
period, or @) for a short period, or (4) ter- 
minable any time on prescribed terms by 
the-city. The committee also asks whether 
there should be in any franchise hereafter 


granted a provision authorizing the city, on 


a stipulated notice of, say, one or two years, 
to take over the system at an appraised 


valuation. 
In respect to fares the questions are (1) as 


| to rhether the lack of system on this sub- 


+ 


ject and the entire absence of provision for : 
single fare journeys through the business 


district should be replaced either (a) by a 
uniform fare system for any single journey 


‘within the city limits, whatever surface 


dines may be used, or (b) by a zonesystem of 
fares graded according to distance; (2) 
whether there should be special rates for 
s¢hool children and during the hours when 
working people travel; and (3) whether fares 


should be so arranged as to provide for cer- ) 


tain street improvements by the company 


The subject of fares is of course the most 
difficult one of all to settle; first, because 
no recognized rate of return upon invest- 
ments in street railways has ever been estab- 
lished, and, second, because profits have 
been so mystified by financiering ingenuity 
it is dificult to know what they are. The 
committee fails for some reason to ask the 
vital question in this matter—namely: as to 
what return would probably be sufficient to 
provoke such investments, but it does ask 
whether stock watering and the issue of 
bonds outrunning the time of franchises 
should be forbidden, whether all stock and 
bond issnes should be subject to approval by 
some public authority, and what publicity 
of accounts should be required. eee 

The chief impression which one receives 
from reading these interrogatories is* that 
the subject which the committee is dealing 
with is one of extreme difficulty and com- 
plexity, and this impression grows as one 
ponders the various items. The arduous- 
ness of the task, however, is only a gauge of 
ite importance. 


Every man who has practical ideas in 


point should consider it a public duty to 
get a copy of these questions, and give the 
committee the benefit of such conclusions 
as he may have reached upon any of the 
points raised. | 


FIGHTING BAD PAVEMENTS. 

Last year an ordinance was passed for 
the paving of Curtis street. The first in- 
stallment of the assessment has been col- 
lected and the street is now being paved. 
Several of the property-owners say that the 
work is not being done according to specifi- 
cations—that, for instance, while they call 
for a particular kind of cement an inferior 
kind is being used-by the contractors with- 
out objection on the part of the inspectors 
or their superiors. Therefore it is the de 
clared intention of some of the property- 
owners to fight in the courts the collection 
of the second installment on the ground 
that the contract under which they should 
get a good pavement is being violated. 

The property-owners are convinced that 
the provisions of the contract for improving 
their street are being disregardéd to their 
disadvantage. It is more than likely that 
they are not mistaken in this. It is a noto- 
rious fact that many of the pavemeats put 
down of Jate years have not been put down 
in accordance with specifications, and as 4 
consequence are now in bad shape. What 
is a property-owner to do who has paid a 
part of his agsessmernt and who sees that 
with the connivance or direct approval of 
the municipal authorities he is to get a 
pavement which will begin going to pieces 
before it has been down tw® years and be- 
fore he has paid his last installment? He 
can appeal to the Board of Local Improve- 
ments, but he will get no satisfaction there. 
He will be told that the matter will be 
looked into and if anything has been done 
amiss ‘it shall be set right.

If relief can be had in the courts property- 
owners do right to seek for it there instead 
of grumbling over the wrongs done them 
but submitting to those wrongs. Certainly 
when the city levies an assessment. large 
enough to buy a good pavement, and when 
a contract is let for the work which, if lived 
up to, would give the property-owner such 
a pavement, he ought to be able to enforce 
the proper performance.of that contract or 
be relieved from the payment of insta'l- 
ments not yet paid until the work has been 
done properly. 

It is to be hoped these Curtis:street prop- 
erty-owners will go into court with their 
arguments and their evidence. If they suc- 
ceed there they will have shown fellow- 
sufferers the way in which to get the better 
of paving contractors who scamp their 
work.

Mr. Hall Caine, the novelist, recently 
wrote a story, * The Christian,” with which 
the public has largely become acquainted 
by its dramatization and stage presenta- 
tions. Miss Marie Corelli, the novelist, re- 
cently wrote a story, “ The Master Chris- 
tian,” with which the public is not particu- 
larly acquainted either off or on the stage. 
Immediately upon the appearance of the 
latter its author was accused of adopting 
the title of the former and anticipating the 
theme of another of Hall Caime’s stories, 
“ The Eternal City.” Marie Corelli retorts 
in the most sarcastic manner that there is no 
truth in the accusation. She claims that 
“ The Christian ” is not an original title, be- 
cause “ we are all Christians or profess to 
be,” and then proceeds to lambaste Hall 
Caine in the most unchristian manner. 
She says that she could not have anticipated 
Caine’s theme because she has a natural 
antipathy to Hall Caine and avoids read- 
ing any of his books, for the reason that 
when he was reader for an English publica- 
tion house he did “ his level best to secure 
the rejection of my work by the firm.” 

It will strike many readers that perhaps 
Hall Caine showed excellent judgment when 
he counseled the rejection of Marie Corelli's 
work. Certainly, if Marie Corelli had been 
reader for Hall Caine’s publishers, and had 
advised the rejection of some of his works, 
notably “ The Christian,” she too would 
have shown excellent judgment. When 
Marie Corelli, wishing to be “ perfectly 
dreadful,” says she never reads Hall Caine’s 
books she may not have reflected that possi- 
bly Hall Caine does not read hers. Indeed, 
there are a large number of people in the 
world who have not read the works of either 
of these novelists, and have not suffered 
thereby in their reputation for good taste 
or sound judgment. 

If the quarre! sought to be instituted by 
the lady in question is not a cunningly de- 
vised advertisement to boom the “ Chris- 
tian” and “ Master Christian,” then it is

WEST PARK BOARD P ’ 

The West Side park administration is re- 

nsible for an abuse of its trusteeship in 
respect to the park boats and the Douglas 
Park natatorium which a person of ordi- 
narily straightforwardness and unsophis- 
ticated ethics would find it difficult to credit 
were not the facts placed beyond dispute by 
their publicity, 

Instead of treating the boats and the 
natatorium as public property, to be at the 
service of all applicants on the spot on 
equal terms, these facilities are withheld 


‘from the general community except at a 


scheduled tariff, and their enjoyment is al- 
most exclusively confined to persons hold- 
ing passes from the West Side Park Com- 
missioners or their go-betweens. 

Crowds of passholders may be seen in 
line at the boat landing in either of the 
West Side parks each night, waiting to 
take the boats as fast as other passholders 
return in them, and any one else who would 
use them must pay 15 cents an hour. A 
similar situation exists at the natatorium. 
Wednesday is a free day and on Sunday no 
passes are received. On other days, how- 


_ever, the baths are practically monopolized 


by passholders, and any boy, or girl, or 
adult not having a pass must pay 10 cents. 

The passes in question are obtainable 
from the commissioners directly and from 
intermediary politicians. The user has to 
write his name upon them, and when col- 
lected they are returned to the central 
office of the commission. aps, 

For men holding offices of trust and ad- 
ministering large public interests to look 
first after the interests of personal friends 
or political friends is not of infrequent oc- 
currence, but it is none the less to be con- 
demned. That the boats and the baths 
should be open to all on fixed and equal 
terms is as plain a proposition of elemental 
justice as observance of standards of com- 
mon integrity by those administering a pub- 
lic park system is desirable in the interest 
of public morals. 

It is refreshing, however, to turn to the 
South Side park system and to know not. 


only that no franchises or privileges of-any | 


sort are leased out there but that if a mem- 
ber of the staff or a commissioner wishes 
the use of a boat, or wishes a sandwich at 
one of the park refectories, they both get 
these on precisely the same terms as would 
any member of the general public. 

The West Side Park Commissioners 
should have sufficient respect for their offi- 
cial standing to lead them to terminate at 
once the practices referred to. If the park 
boats and the baths are to be used without 
charge let these privileges be enjoyed as a 
matter of public right and not as a reward 
for actual or presumptive political friend- 
ship or subserviency. 


THE PITHECANTHROPUS. 

The Vanderbilt millions have several 
times been diverted from the field of finance 
and commerce to enrich the interests of 
art and science. They brought a Cleopatra 
needle to New York, they established a 
university in the South, and they contribut- 
ed to the Art Museum of New York some 
of its rarest treasures. Now George Van- 
derbilt of Biltmore has applied the neces- 
sary funds for the fitting out and dispatch 


of an expedition under the auspices of Yale 


College to discover the Pithecanthropus, 
who is reported to be somewhere in the 
Island of Java, and bring him or her to this 
country. 

The Pithecanthropus is the missing link 
between man and the lower animals and 
all the evolutionists from Darwin down 
have been “up against it.” It is an agile 
creature. The evolutionists have many 


times been close upon its track, or rather 


the track of its bones, for the breed is ex- 
tinct, but it has eluded them. They be- 
lieve now, however, that it has been definite- 
ly located and cannot make its escape. 
They are so sure they have it cornered that 
Professor Haeckel of Jeria, the most emi-. 
nent of the German evolutionists, will also 
start for Java in quest of Pithecanthropns, 
but as he does not sail until Oct 1 the 
Yale University expedition will be on the 
ground before him, and it is to be hoped 
will secure the first specimen, if there be 
more than one Pithecanthropus, and thus 
add another feather to the cap of American 
enterprise and “ get there.” 

If Pithecanthropus shall prove to be “ the 
missing link,” young -Mr. Varderbilt’s 
money will not have been thrown away. 
All the great scientists have searched for 
it most assiduously and “ mourned because 
theWYound it not.” Its discovery may tend 
to humiliate prond man by confirming his 
simian ancestry and will make sad havoc 
with the current biographies of our sup- 
posed progenitor; who dwelt in the Garden 
of Eden and at whose grave Mark Twain 
wept so profusely. It will settle, however, 
many moot points in natural history and 
perhaps explain some of the attributes that 
pertain to human “ cussedness.” Perhaps, 
also, it will throw light upon the question 
why some men have plenty of backbone 
and some have none at all. Incidentally, 
this expedition in quest of Pithecanthropus 
suggests that even millionaires are of some 
use in the world, and that they are not 
altogether heartless is shown by Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s desire to find the tie that binds 
us to the humble beasties of the earth, so 
that we may ajJl rejoice in a common 


brotherhood. 


THE DEPARTING SALMON. 
‘Each year brings’new proof that the 
salmon is in danger of joining the fur seal 


and the buffalo through man’s commercial 
greed. The salmon catch-in Oregon and 


British Columbia this year is reported to 
be a million cases less than last year’s 
catch. Alaska may still make up some 
of this deficit if it does as well as last 
season, which it is not likely to do, for 
even in that last stronghold of the salmon 
the wasteful methods of the canneries are 
beginning to deplete the stock once thought 


to be inexhaustible. At best the world’s 
supply this year will be only 2,400,000 cases 


instead of the 8,100,000 cases in 1899, 
which were all consumed. The salmon is 


among the most valuable of the food fishes, 
yet its practical extermination is only a 


matter of time if the present methods of 
the packers are maintained. 
The British government has recently be- 


come so much alarmed by the rapid diminu- 
tion of the salmon in British waters that 


it has appointed a royal commission to in- 


vestigate the matter. A writer in the Fort- 


nightly Review expresses the fear that the 
salmon will be extinct by the time this 


leisurely commission gets ready to report. 
In fact, there is no need for a commission 


to discover the causes of Accrease either 


in British or American waters. The sim- 


| Rie fact is that the salmon are bging killed | 


r 


| ters are spreading their seines across the 
mouths of the rivers and capturing the fish 
as they try to go up Yinto fresh water to 
‘spewn. Bach female killed at this period 
means the lessening of the progeny by many 
thousands. As the fish are‘in their best 
condition at this time and are not worth 
catching when they come down stream after 
spawning, the fishermen will probably con- 
tinue to destroy their own business, just 
as the pelagic sealers‘did in the case of the 


| 


seals. 


‘When the salmon industry first assumed 
large proportions in this country, the fish 
were chiefly caught in the Columbia River 
by wholesale methods, such as the use 
of fish wheels. That river is now rapidly 
nearing exhaustion. Most of the cans 
labeled “Columbia River Salmon” are 
packed in Alaska and some in Siberia. 
When the Alaskan fisheries were first 
opened the salmon were caught there in 
and many tons of the 
fish were allowed to go to waste after they 
had been killed. As the yield began to 

the fishermen began’ using the 
illegal method. of completely closing the 
mouths of the small streams, so as to in- 
crease the catch. This prevented all the 


fabulous num 


fish from spawning at such points 
served to hasten the decrease. 


It is impossible to patrol the whole Alas- 
kan coast to prevent wanton destruction of 
fish. It also seems to be impossible to restock 
these enormous schools by artificial means. 
Apparently the only measure that will save 
the salmon from extinction as a food fish 
is the establishing of a close season be- 
ginning with the autumn run. This would

ent states that many superstitious Italians 
@re discovering curious coincidences be- 
tween the two jubilees of the holy year—1825 
and 1900. In 1825 bubonic plague made fear- 
ful ravages in many countries, calamities 


/ happened far and wide, the crops in Italy 


failed almost completely, and a terrible fam- 
ine followed. Superstitious people attributed 
all these dismal events to the jubilee, and the 
same belief is widely held in Italy with re- 
gard to the calamities of the present year, 
In the southern provinces particularly, and 
also in Rome, they are set down to the “ jet- 
tatura,” or evil eye of the Pope, which is 
held responsible for the murder of King 
Humbert, the bad crops, the epidemics of 
sickness, and the war in China. The recent 
railway accident in which seventeen 
persons were killed and a hundred injured 
occurred at Castle Giubbileo, in the Roman 
Campagna. Giubbileo signifies jubilee, and 
the name was given to the place in 1825 be- 
cause the pilgrims assembled there to jour- 
ney to Rome. Out of every hundred Italians 
at least ninety-five believe in the “ jetta- 
tura.’’ This superstition has many times 
given rise to rebellion, attended with great 
bloodshed, and no surprise need be felt if a 
fresh national calamity precipitates an 
alarming outbreak in Italy. It is singular 
that even the Clericals, including the mass 
of ecclesiastics, believe in the Pope's “ jetta- 
tura.”” The “ jettatura is guarded against 
by the wearing of amulets, usually of silver 
in the form of an antelope horn, a hand with 
two fingers doubled down, a key with a heart 
in its handle, a crescent moon with a face 


in it; or a sprig of rue. |

Say That Action of New York Banks in 

Refusing to Pay Coupons Before Due 

Is Usual Course of All Institutions 

Unless Arrangements Have Been 

Made in Advance—-Loss in Reserves 

Shown in Weekly Statement—Metro- 
Bolitan “L” Advances, 


Local bankers, fn speaking of the state- 
ment of the Deputy City Controller that New 
York banks refused to pay the coupons of 
the City of Chicago's bonds two or three 
days before they were dué unless the money 
was on deposit to meet them, say that is the 
usual course of banks unless arrangements 
have been made in advance to meet the out- 
lay. They deny his inference that the banks 
declined on account of the bad credit of the 
City of Chicago, and assert that the credit 
of the municipality, so far as its bonds are 
concerned, is good. 

Vice President George D. Boulton of the 
First National Bank, when asked about the 
matter yesterday, said: .“Z never have 
heard of an instance where payment of a 
coupon on any Chicago bond was refused 
for any cause reflecting on the city’s credit. 
They have all been paid promptly, so far as 
my experience goes. It would not be in the 
least surprising if a bank declined to pay 
coupons two or three days before they were 
due. In fact, any bank would refuse to pay 
them unless special arrangements had been 
made with it in advance. Chicago bonds 
sell at excellent prices. They are selling to- 
day as high as at any time before in the his- 
tory of the city, and on a plane as high as 
any other city in the country. The govern- 
ment long time 4s sell on a basis of 2% per 
cent free of tax. If government bonds were 
subject to the same tax as ours they would 
net no more interest to the investor than the 
City of Chicago bonds do.”’ 

A prominent local bond dealer sald: “ City 
of Chicago bonds net the investor about 3% 
per cent. New York bonds sell at 3 per cent, 
and have sold at 2%. They are a legal in- 
vestment for New York savings banks, and 
trust estates, and Chicago bonds are not for 
Illfhois‘ banks. ‘That accounts for the dif- 
ference, If Chicago/bonds were offered now 
they could be sold as quickly as ever. It 
may be necessary for the city to cut its pay 
roll down. Iam not posted as tothat. But 
Chicago's credit is as good as ever: If the 
city has money to buy bonds for the sinking 
fund, as it did recently, it ought to bein good 
credit financially.” .

English medical literature is about to be 
enriched by the translation of this papyrus, 
generally admitted by Egyptologists to be 
the oldest book devoted to the science of 
medicine extant. The work is known to 


scientists as the Papyrus Ebers, and is sup- 


posed to have been written during the reign 
of Bicheres; a King of the fourth dynasty, 


4688 to 4666 B. C. Thus the original docu-_ 


ment is nearly 7,000 years old and it contains 
the written genesis of the art of healing. 
Although brought to light tn 1878, no com- 
. plete translation of the Papyrus Ebers has 
deen Made. The document is carefully pre- 
served in the library of the University of 
Leipsic; and it remained for a Chicago man 
to make the first English and the only com- 
plete translation. The work was undertaken 
about a year ago by Dr. Carl H. von Klein 


Chicago, a well-known student of the 


Jriental languages and the author of a num- 
ber of medical works, among them a book 
on the “ Medicine of the Talmud.” Dr. von 
_ Klein is a member of the various medical 


and scientific societies of the world and 


as a medical colaborator his services are in 
constant demand by practicing physicians. 
His English translation of Papyrus Ebers, a 
volume of several hundred pages, will soon 
be ready for the press.

A wealthy citizen of Luxor showed 
to Ebers the antiquities which he, little by 
little, had obtained from the fellah on the 
other side of the Nile, and at length revealed 
to him the fact that he ‘was the possessor 
of a papyrus obtained from the same source, 

Upon close inspection of the papyrus Ebers 
made the startling discovery that it wasa 
document of great value and in an unusual 
condition of preservation. He longed to pos- 
sess the document himself, but had not 
means to meet the demands of the owner, 
who was not altogether aware of its full 
value. However, receiving the financial as- 
sistance of Max Gunther, a wealthy English- 
man, Ebers purchased the treasured papyrus 


and conveyed it to his home in Leipsic, there 


to study its contents at leisure. It was 
finally turned over to jhe library of the 
University of Leipsic for safe keeping. In 
order to better. preserve the valuable an- 


ology, believes that the author of the cal- 
endar did not insert the name of the reign- 
ing king, but that of Bicheres of the fourth 
dynasty, who reigned 1,400 years earlier. 
Dr. von Klein is of the opinion that the cal- 
endar calls attention to the date of trans- 
cription and that the original was written 
much earlier. 
Egyptologists agree’ that between the 
twenty-elghth and sixteenth centuries B. C. 
the practice of medicine was in the hands of 
witchcraft. During this period the law was 
so stringent that a person advancing a the- 
ory for the treatment of disease other than 
that established by the priests was put to 
death. Consequently the work, which bears 
the marks of the period of witchcraft, if 
written at all prior to the date named in 
the calendar, must have been written at 
least 1,200 years before. This makes it 
highly probable that the original book was 
written during the reign of Bicheres, or at 
least 4666 B. C. At all events the copy 
of the papyrus is itself the oldest medical

When Ebers came into possessicn of the 

papyrus it consisted of a single, tightly

The prescrip- 
tions recommended are in many cases ex- 
actly the same as those given at the present 
time. The work mentions 700 different sub- 
stances, the greater part of which are taken 
frem the vegetable kingdom.

Of the salts, only 
natron (saltpeter), common salt, and sea 
salt are mentioned. The use of such ingre- 
dients as lizard’s blood and pig’s teeth are 


conclusively proved that the early Egyptian 
physicians were extremely superstitious, and 
especially the priest-physicians. The work 
gives various incantations, or formulas, to 
be chanted at the time of taking the par- 
ticular prescription. These are in the nature 
of prayers to the gods that the medicine 
may work swiftly and well. 

The Egyptians were not alone in this prac- 
tice. It was customary with both the Baby- 
lonians and the Jews, and the Greeks were 


boast of having ‘‘ the healthiest country of 
all mortals.”’ Monthly for three successive 
days the system was purged by means of 
emetics and clipters. Thus the care of the 
body became one of the earliest sciences of 
the Egyptians. Athotis, suecessor of Mena 
of the first dynasty, is said to have written 
on the subject.

Each page of the papyrus contains‘elther 
21 or 22 lines: With the exception of pages 
8 to 21, which are considerably smaller, the 
pages are 22 centimeters in width. The 
script in which the papyrus is written is ex- 
traordinarily regular and is partly in black 
and partly in red ink. This form of writing 
is known as the hieratic, and is one of the 
three forms used by the ancient Egyptians.

The discovery of Papyrus Ebers demon- 
strates that the Egyptians as early as 3,000 
or 4,000 years before Christ possessed an 
astonishing knowledge of a great variety of 
remedies and that their learned men could 
make observation of disease, combine com- 
plicated recipes, and use them with judg- 
ment. According to this early writer there 
were three different classes of medica! prac-

There are now in existence eight papyri 
on the subject of medicine—namely: Berlin, 
London, Leyden, Turin, Boulag, Paris, and 
Leipsic. Of these Papyrus Ebers, because of 
its rich contents, the distinctness of the 
script, as also its completeness and fautless- 
ness, is possessed of greatest importance. It 
is the most valuable of all the works depos- 
ited in the tomb of Osymandias, at Thebes, 
which, according to Diodorus Siculus, con- 
tained 20,000 volumes. Six of these were 
medical books, written by the Pastophorol, 
or image bearers, and treat of the structure 
of the body, of diseases, instruments, and 
medicine. They gre termed hermatic books, 
being ascribed to Hermes, a Greék transla- 
tion of the name of the Egyptian god Troth. 


ORIGIN OF MEDICINE. 
Fhe origin of medicine is certainly to be

HIS is intended to show FEnglish-

vertical upward thrust greater than the ab- 
solutely vertical downward pull continuously 
exerted by gravity. The two forces result in 
.the forward motion of the whole structure, 
similar to the motion imparted to an arrow 
driven through the air by the pull of the 


« string drawn in almost opposite directions by 


each end of the bow. The speed will increase 
as long as.the amgle of lift is kept forward 
of the vertical. and this angle, although it 
can be instantaneously altered ag will, is 


~ maintained automatically in the position for 


‘whieh it fs set, the tail being actuated by 
this automatic gear. The force of the, up- 
ward thrust is regulated by the number of 
revolutions at which the lifters are driven. 
The downward pull invariably remains the 
same~ti. €.: equal to the absolute weight of

the entire structure. When in the air the 
lifters may be stopped if desired, and the 
whole structure then becomes a glider, the 
angle of glide being governed automatically 
as before mentioned. Direction is regulated 
by a vertical forward rudder or beak gov- 
erned by hand, which cuts the air and thus 
turns the car to right or left. The body of 
this structure will be fitted with saloons and 
other passenger accommodation, and al-

Tt is in the fiber of wool, whether short or

EUROPE’S SHORT SUPPLY. 


Figures from the coal deposits of the 
‘world show this necessity. In Europe cdal 
deposits cover 27,000 square miles in Rus- 


sia, 9,000 in Great Britain, 3,600 in Germany, | 


_ 1,800 in France, and in all the rest of Eu- 


rope are only 1,400 square miles. In Great 
Britain, France, and Germany especially 
these flelds have been drawn upon for hun- 
dreds of years. Every square mile of re- 
source has been sounded. Some of the Eng- 
lish veins are worked to a depth of 3,887 
feet, with 4,000 the estimated maximum pos- 
sible. Russia, of all these countries, may 
develop unexpected deposits. British In- 
dia shows only 35,000 square miles of coal 
beds, and the total of all these is only 77,800 
for Europe and India. As against this are 
the United States deposits of 194,009 square 
miles, with thetusands of possible miles 
uhexplored and undeveloped. To this Alas- 
ka is promising inexhaustible deposits of 
anthracite, which at least must replace the 
English coal that is now supplying the 
Paicfic slope of the United States. 

Acide from the United States in this com- 


ing world supply of fuel, only China and 


Japan can be looked to. These countries 


have deposits about as large as those of 


the United States, but are lacking in means 
of development. Their positions upon the 
map, too, are not favorable to the European 
trade.

GREAT FUTURE MARKET. 

These are some of the facts—some of tha 
conditions that are not theories—in the trans- 
atlantic coal trade of the United States 
at the present time. One of the stanch be- 
lievers in the future of this trade is F. A. 
Saward, honorary special agent of the United 
States in the department of mines and 
metallurgy at the Paris exposition. Mr. 
Saward has said: 

“Important and highly significant recent 
developments in the American coal trade 
have been attracting worldwide attenti 
Not only have the great coal producing a 
coal carrying railroad companies of the 
East been brought together, and, by the 
‘community of ownership’ plan, placed 
under the control of the most powerful 
financial interests in the United States, but 
a variety of factors in combination have 
brought about an unprecedented export de- 
mand for the bituminous product. The lat- 
ter development promises to be far more 
important to the country’s commerce and 
financial position than the former. As the 
exporting of coal increases it will add 
millions yearly to our annual income. Use- 
less efforts of men can no longer be likened 
to the carrying of coals to Newcastle, for 
the importation of coal by Great Britain is 
now going on, and is already so steadily in- 
creasing that American miners and carriers 
are looking forward to and preparing fora 
‘permanently large demand from that quar- 
ter and from all Europe. American agents 
are active in London and the continental 
cities. American financial interests are buy- 
ing up coal lands. American shippers are 
converting their vessels into coal carriers, 
and the establishment of a line of coal steam- 
ers to meet the requirements of the new

NO DEMAND FOR ANTHRACITE. 
It is conceded that the United States coal 
which is to replace the product of England 
and Wales in the markets of the world is 
the soft coal of Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, and Alabama. Anthracite coal has 
practically no opportunity for foreign ex- 
ploitation at the present time or in the near 
future. It is a fuel so much different from 
the coal that. foreign: consumers have been 
accustomed to using that they are not at 
all inclined to take it up, necessitating, as 
‘{t does, the use of new grates or new stoves 
and entirely different methods of firing. 
Only the several varieties of soft coal now 
finding a market abroad need be considered. 
In Pennsylvania there is produced for the 
seaboard trade what is known as Clearfield 
coal, originating mostly on the line of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, but also reaching 
market over the Philadelphia and Reading 
railway. This general name includes the 
coal from several minor regions and is a 
comprehensive trade term. |

WEST VIRGINIA’S MINES. 

In West Virginia three important railroad 
lines handle the products of the Elk Garden 
and Fairmont regions—in which Senators 
Davis and Elkins are widely interested— 
the New River:and Kanawha districts, and 
the Pocahontas regions. Of these sections 
the New River, the Fairmont, and the Elk 
Garden mines promise to contribute the 
greater share of the State’s coal for export. 
The Pocahontas coal, however, will be in lim- 
ited but strong demand for naval steaming. 

In Alabama the coal flelds lie in the north- 
ern part of the State, near Birmingham, and 
the way of outlet will be through Mobile or 
Pensacola., 

With these coals from these States, and 
paying even $5 a ton for ocean freights, the 
American shipper may have a margin of 
$1.56 profit at Gibraltar, $2.20 at Marseilles, 
and $2.68 at Naples, in addition to the profit 
in the home price of §2.50 a ton. Yet this 
freight charge is vastly greatér than would 
hold if colliers, espécially constricted, were 
to do the carrying. 

All of the possibilities leading to this new 
exploiting. of American coal have found 
source in the high rates of freight in Great 
Britain, the cost,of mining, and in the un- 
mistakable limitation of the coal supply. 
The foreign production of coal is not de- 
creasing, of course; it is increasing steadily. 


EUROPE’S SUPPLY LIMITED. 
But to understand the meaning of the word 
limitation one has only to remark that in 


coal deposit has been fixed and measured. 
In Germany, too, there is no virgin territory 
to be prospected, while in the United States 
the possibilities are limitléss. Then, too, in 
these countries most of the coal readily avail- 
able has been dug and the cost of mining is 
greatly in excess of what it is in many Amer- 
ican mines. 

Thus it has come about that, starting with 
a high cost because of the expense of doing 
‘business, the European coal owners, taking 
advantage of the demand for coal, and the 
more or less extensive losses which they 
have experienced because of strikes and 
periods of depression, have been in accord in 
asking high prices for coal. The result is 
that at the present time standard Welsh 
coals sell at $7 a ton at Cardiff, the great 
coal’port of Wales. At Newcastle, the great 
coal port of Engiand, yet somewhat behind 
its Welsh rival, prices rule about $6. 

With coal at these prices in the coalfields’ 
markets, the excessive freight rates charged 
by British railroads make it easy to under- 
stand why United States coal is.in demand 
in Europe. In Wales, for instance, many 
of the most tmportant mines are not more 
than forty miles from ports, yet for that 
distance $2 a ton goes to the companies for 
carriage. In thé north of England rates 
are proportionately high. Jj 

The railroads justify these high rates at 
the present time, when the coal question is 
being so closely studied, by the high cost of 
their own supply coal. -It is an interest- | 
ing question whéther in event of Amert- 
can competition becoming a serivus factor, 
the British railroad companies and opera- 
tors would effect a compromise and reduce 
their charge to meet their common enemy. 
At present there seems to be no indica- 
tion of such a course, and the American 
producer apparently may count upon an 
opposition price of $6 or $7 a ton at the 
shipping. ports of Great Britain. It is with 
the shipping ports that he has to make com- 
parison, for such are the coal resources 
ef Great Britain at the present, so large 
is the production, and so close are the mines 
to the point of consumption, that it will be in 
only exceptional cases that American coal 
can enter the towns and cities of England. 

Great Britain, however, has a direct and 
actual export trade of something over 45,- 
000,000 gross tons per annum, and 12,000,000 
tons additional are supplied to steamers 
in the foreign trade.

in the world, the United States not ex- 
cepted, this trade takes an enormous ton- 
nage each year from the mines of the pro- 
ducing country, and limited as they are 
with respect to the needs of future genera- 


tions, many business-men and men in public. 


life are impressed with the idea that the 
export business is not especially desirable. 
Why, they ask, should we sell our coal 
knowing that the future will find it exhaust- 
ed, send it to neighboring countries for the 
use of manufacturers, and have finished 
products made with it to come back and 
be sold to the detriment of our own work- 
ingmen? It is this feeling that makes it 
among the possibilities of the near future 
that an export duty will be placed upon 
coal by the government of Great Britain, 
thus giving American produ2-s an increased 
advantage. 

To take advantage °f this future trade 
the United States will have to overcome 
some difficulties. There is the distance to 
tidewater to overcome, but the immense 
advantage of American freight rates wiil 
offset that. 

In Pennsylvania Altoona ray be taken 
as a central point in the Clearfield district, 
and it is 237 miles from Philadelphia. Cum- 
berland is 192 miles from Balluimore. Fair- 
mont is 316 miles from Baitimore. Thur- 
mond, an important point on the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio road, is 420 miles from 
Newport News, and Pocahontas is 475 miles 
from Norfolk. These are great distances 
compared with the short hauls on English 
roads, and yet in actual practice they are 
no material disadvantage to the American 
producer. 


RAILROADS HELP MARKET. 

The West Virginia roads, particularly the 
Chesapeake and Ohio and the Norfolk and 
Western, by arranging for the transporta- 
tion of coal in trainloads from some central 
point to the shipping wharf at a low uni- 


form speed, with no more stops than are 


actually required in passing over a solid, 
smooth roadbed, with all grades made as 
easy as possible, have been able to reduce 
the ton-mile cost of transporting coal to fig- 
ures that surprise Western railroadimen and 
which are simply astounding to English offi- 
cials. Close to one-quarter of a cent a mile 
have these roads reduced their carrying 
charges on a ton of coal. Compare this with 
the five cents a ton a mile rate on English 
roads and it will be seen that the United 
States freight service is performed at low 
cost. And yet there must be something in it 
for the railroads, for with one of their mod- 
ern trains, fifty fifty-ton cars, and an aver- 
age haul of 400 miles at the rate named, and 
the road is earning as many dollars as there 
are tons of coal on board the train—$2,500— 
for pulling these cars over the track from 
Thurmond on Pocahontas to tidewater. 


FREIGHT CHIEF FACTOR. 

With freight rates from the United States 
at $5 a ton, some one has figured the com- 
parative showing that the United States 
product can make with that of Great Britain 
in continental ports. Bituminous coal, with 
the mines’ profits already added, is worth 
$2.50 a ton. The freight to the Mediter- 
ranean is $5 a ton, making the cost, with 
only local profit to the mine, $7.50 a ton at 
the several ports on that sea. 

Welsh coal is worth $7 a ton at Cardiff, and 
the freight to Gibraltar is $2.16, making it 
$9.16 a ton. These freights vary until this 
Welsh coal brings $9.70 a ton at Marseilles 
and $9.58 at Naples. Over this coal the 
American product has a margin of $1.56 a 
ton at Gibraltar, $2.20 at Marseilles, and 
' $2.68 at Naples, even after the mine profit 
has been received on the American side. 

These figures are reached, too, with the 
inadequate present means of transporting 
coal across the Atlantic. Most of the ves- 
sels now carrying coal were designed for 
package freight and are about as well adapt- 
ed for the coal business as is a box car com- 
pared with one of the modern 100,000 pound 
steel coal cars. Colliers especially made for 
the coal trade will be indispensable to trans- 
atlantic business. It has been calculated 
that the cost of operating a 7, 000-ton steamer

American coal can be laid down in Cardiff, 
in the seat and center of the greatest coal 
industry in the world, at $4 a ton, $3 below 
the selling price of the Welsh coal. 


SMALL MARGIN OF PROFIT. 

It is not probable that any Ameri¢an pro- 
ducer would like to do business on such a 
narrow margin, but after having taken for 
himself the customary margin of profit im- 
plied in a selling price of $2.50 at the loading 
port, together with whatever margin there 
might be in the aassumed freight of $1.50, he 
would not hesitate to add §2 more to meet 
the contingencies attending the exploitation 
of a new business. That should be profit 
enough to insure against any possible loss 
because of unforeseen circumstances. Ona 
cargo of 7,000 tons it means $14,000 margin. 
At $6 a ton at Cardiff or an equally distant 
port, the price would be $1 under the Welsh 
coal, or on an equivalent basis with New- 
castle coal f. o. b. 


CONSULS’ GREAT HOPES. 

That United States coal may supercede 
English coal in France, the United States 
Consuls in that country are agreed. Of the 
possibilities, one of them has reported: 

‘If the American coal dealer can convince 
the French consumer that our coal will pro- 


and can be placed on the French market 
at the same or a lower price than the English 
coal, the American will get the order, for the 
French do not buy English coals because they 
are mined in England or Wales.” 

France, it may be said, is the only country 
producing coal on a large scale, which also , 
imports coal to considerable extent; thus, 
while its annual production of coal is from 
80,000,000 to 32,000,000 tons per annum, its im- 
ports aggregate 10,000,000 or 11,000,000 annu- 
ally. Other countries produce largely or im- 
port largely, but France plays both roles. 
The imports come from England and Bel- 
gium, a little from Germany, and no less than 
rineteen seaports receive coal, showing that 
all sections of the country have need of 
foreign coal, as well as that section reached 
direct by rail from Belgium. 


LEADS IN PRODUCTION. 

As an index to what the United States 
may fall into in case the British coal trade 
is abandoned, or in case that it may be en- 
croached on to any great extent by Amer- 
ican trade, the following tables are repro- 
duced from the British official reports end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1899. They show the long tons 
of 2,240 pounds and show comparisons with 
the years 1898 and 1897. The figures are as 
nearly accurate as such figures can be:

Concerning recent importations of Amer- 


ican coal to England, the conservative Lon- 
don Telegraph says: 

** In consequence of the high price now be- 
ing charged for English coal, large consum- 
ers are looking further afield to see if they 
can buy at a cheaper rate than in the home 
market. Many firms have placed orders in 
America, and amongst these is the South 
Metropolitan Gas company, who, by way of 
experiment, have given an order toa colliery 
in Philadelphia for 4,000 tons. Though the 
officials of the company do not care to give 
the precise figure at which they bought, they 
state that the price is ‘ considerably lower’ 
than that at which they can obtain Durham 
coal.’”’ 

“There is the quéstion of freight, which 
is, of course, higher from America than from 
Newcastle, but this, it is pointed out,, may 
be more than counterbalanced by the ad- 
vantage which the coal possesses.’’ 


EXPERIMENTS IN ENGLAND. 

Speaking of the American invasion of the 
coal markets of Europe, bo London Finan- 
cial Times says: 

The invasion of Europe i American coal 
is assuming formidable dimensions. France 
is at present the principa] objective, and 
two steamers have recently been chartered 
at Philadelphia to take cargoes to that 
country, while five others are to be put in 
commission towards the same end. Simul- 
taneously we learn that inquiries have been 
made in Hartlepool and on the northeast 
coast generally by a Liverpool shipper, on 
behalf of the French government, for 
steamers to carry from Norfolk, Va., 1,000,- 
000 tons of coal, to be delivered in France 
over the next fifteen months. This comes 
on top of a number of sporadic charters, 
some of them on account of the French rail- 
ways for their every-day use, and some on 
account of the French administration for 
its private reserves of fuel for warlike con- 
tingencies. Russia is also a buyer of Amer- 
ican coal, for only a week or two ago the 
charter was announced of the steamer Ha- 
tasu to carry 5,000 tons to Gutujewsky, a 
port, on the Baltic Sea. The freight is 20s a 
ton, the cargo to be. loaded during August. 
England, too, has been a buyer, as witness 
the: Queenswood, which has just arrived 
from Philadelphia with 4,000 tons of coal, 
consigned to the South Metropolitan Gus 
company; and, as an instance of another 
development, take the case of the Hamburg- 
American steamer Bosnia, which recently 
cleared from Philadelphia for San Francisco 
loaded with 8,500 tons of coal for China. 

The question of Great Britain’s reserves 
of coal has already been discussed in these 
columns, and in that connection it was 
shown that we have not too much unworked 
fuel to play with, and that the cost of ob- 
taining it can scarcely fail to go up further 
in the years to come. It has been pointed 
out by experts that America is destined to 
prove a serious competitor with English 
coal.“ It possesses flelds far more extensive 
than those of this country, it produces more 
cheaply, and so far as physical conditions 
affect the cost, it will continue to produce 
cheaply for a far longer period than we can. 
The great drawback of the American trade 
and our chief safeguard in regard toits 
competition with us in foreign markets is 
the immense distance at which the mineral 
reserves lie from the Atlantic coast. Never- 
theless, as Mr. T. Forster Brown reminds 
us, America has made rapid strides in the 
direction of competition with thig country 
by the cheap construction of railways and 
by the exceptionally low rates per ton per 
mile charged for carriage. These rates are 
something like one-fourth of the ~current 
rate per ton per mile levied for similar 
traffic in this country. American anthra- 
cite of great purity is widely and success- 
fully used for commercial purposes, and the 
carbonaceous steam coals are of a high- 
class quality. Mr. Brown's belief, expressed 
even before the latest developments, is that 
“we are beginning to feel the pressure in 
our distant markets of the American com- 
petition. This competition will not become 
less severe, probably, in the immediate fu- 
ture, but if the time arrives that British 
coal becomes more permanently costly

THROUGH FOG, 


German Experiments with 
Device of Importance 


in War. 


WILL BE A 


Kaiser's Ship Will Be Able 
to Steal on the Enemy 
Unawares. 


ON EMPEROR'S YACHT. 


MEWHERE in the colé Waters 

of the Baltic Sea is the imperial 

yacht of the German Emperor, 

and on board of it, in company 

with the Kaiser, are two expert 

photographers who may be 
marking the way for vessels of 

“the German navy some time in 

the future to steal into a hostile port under 

cover of a dense fog and capture it before 

the enemy.can see its assailants. 

Cc. Knox Harding, an electre-chemist of 

Chicago, has just returned from Germany 

and the continent, and through a friend In 

Zurich brings the news of the Kaiser's ex- 

periment and a fairly accurate description 

of the apparatus by which in the densest 

fogs a clear-cut outline of a vessel may be 

discovered probably two miles away. Mr 

Harding’s friend is connected with the 

Photo-Chrome company of Zurich, and from 

his knowledge of color photography speaks 

with a good deal of experience. This friend ° 
has made experiments on landscapes while 

enveloped in fogs that make a bullding 100 

feet away invisible. Under such conditions. 
Mr.- Harding’s friend has taken a sharp, 

clear photograph’ of a mountain one mile 

away, with every detail of the landscape 

showing on it. This, too, with an exposure 

of only two seconds. pe 


Makes UseofaPrism. 


The camera used in ind 
the German government has a central, nea- 
achromatic lens, and around this In a circle 
are set six other lenses of the same size and 
description. The central lens throws ite o=- 
ject directly upon the plateat the back.

“My friend says that from the bow of 48° 
ordinary Atlantic liner, moving at halt 
speed through fog, his own apparatus will 
show every outline of a vessel steaming hal 
a mile away,” said Mr. Harding. “ He.in-« 
sists that it is only a matter of time until a. 
moving picture through fog will be possible, 

“ Already it is discovered that this ap- 
paratus has a most remarkable influence on 
non-actinic lights and colors. For instance, 
taking up red light from a photographic dark 
room and throwing them on a plate through 
these lenses and screens, the apparatus §0 
acts upon it as ta set up a fluorescence upon 
the plate that will give a picture of the ob«= 
jects in the dark room. Yet the plate so act- 
ed upon could be left in the dark room 5 a 
definitely without being fogged. 

“ As a discovery of practical value this 
photography through fog will appeal most 
strongly to the navies of the world. As & 
complement to the camera is a developiig 
attachment by which in a few seconds the 
picture may be developed and the object 
thrown on a screen. From this the range- 
finders on a battleship might send a broade 
side into an enemy ogherwiseinvisible, — d 


Will Try to Keep Secret. ¥ 
“It may be said, ofcourse, that such & 
scheme available to one navy would be 
available to all. But this was true of armbr 
plate and of armor piercing shells, and yet 
no nation has failed to adopt both innova- 
tions. If the German government goes on 
to perfect this scheme, and can keep that 
perfection secret, it will have the advantage 
of every other nation in case of war.” If it 
cannot keep the process secret, every other 
nation will be compelled to make photog- 
raphy a part of a ship's equipment for war, 
In any case such a discovery must have a 
marked stimulating effect upon the navies 
of the world. 


“In other ways of peace and commerés 
the discovery should be a good thing. In 
case of wrecks in a fog the work of rescue 
could be greatly aided by such an apparatus, 
In midocean, when vessels of commerce are 
feeling their way at half speed and at great 
additional expense, this camera, operated 
off the bow and bridge, might be found of 
great practical and economic value. In any 
case the discovery is of marked ba 
science.”

Fire in ballooning always has been a 
menace. If hot air is used it may be too

thunderbolt, or contact with electric wires, 
From Vincennes; France, comes a story of 
an electric conflagration. Two men were in 
the gas balloon when an adverse wind threw 
the ship into a net of wires. The gas took 
fire while the aeronauts slid down ropes to 
the ground. ‘ 

Professor E.-L. Stafford and his wife went 
up at Lynn, Mass. At forty feet thegpver- 
charged airship burst and Stafford cut the 
one parachute loose from the wreck. He 
dropped from the bar when near the earth, 
in order to lighten the fall of his wife. He 
was considerably bruised, but she was un- 
injured. 

Wind drove William Hogan's balloon into 
a tall building at Niles, Mich., breaking his 
ribs and injuring him internally. He was 
dragged over the roof and at 100 feet the 
balloon turned over, dropping Hogan into 
the St. Joseph River. Edward Wyant and

condition. 


Late Phase of Ballooning. 


Time was when ballooning carried a dig- 
nity with it. Montgolfier discovered the 
principle and learned men used it In estab- 
lishing sclentific observations of the upper 
air. Andree, in his expedition to the north 
pole, was the last to have used it in any 
great venture. 

In the meantime, however, ballooning be- 
came a sort of museum attraction. It was 
discovered that any fool could go up with 
some chance of coming down, and the fools 
took it up as a “ profession" in many cases. 

But ff fools go up, some of the things said 
of those who stay on the ground and watch 
the flight are not complimentary. As, for 
instance, the following paragraph from a 
Western paper: 

“Another aeronaut has fallen from a 
balloon and been killed, which !s another 
way of saying that he sacrificed his life 
to the popular fancy for the horrible—a 
fancy which is as real today as it was 
when men fought with wild beasts in the Ro- 
man coliseum. Nobody would walk two 
blocks to see an empty balloon go up. 


The inference is not agreeable, but it is 
“inevitable. It is the chance that the bal- 


loonist will be killed which draws people 
to a balloon ascension.” 

From the point of view of one making the 
ascension, however; the business has its fas- 
cinations. Some one has likened the para- 
chute drop to one’s dream of falling--a long, 
sweeping, exhilarating swish downward, 
and then the easy, buoyant settling of the 
bird-like thing above. As the parachute 
settles the experienced man guides it by tilt- 
ing it here and there in order to avoid ob- 
jects underneath. Some men are so expert 
that if the air be perfectly still they drop 
back on the lot from which they went up. 

Ordinarily, a parachute will drop a man 
100 feet before it fills. As it begins to fill 
the descent becomes less rapid, and when 
it finally opens full size the aeronaut knows 
it by the sharp snap of the cahvas. 

Most ascensions are made late in the aft- 
ernoon, when winds are most likely to have 
died down. In any kind of wind, however, 
the balloon and the balloonist are in a dead 
calm. The light ship moves with every 
breeze and the sensation is as if the earth 
simply were dropping away. Light, float- 
ing objects, such as a handkerchief or piece 
of paper, are thrown out as necessary to in- 
dicate to the aeronaut how fast he is tray- 
eling. 

Some aeronauts never overcome their nat- 
ural aversions to great heights. John 
Groulx, who was killed a few days ago in 
Michigan, confessed to feeling fear at every 
trip.

The library which is never read, for in- 
stance, might, just as well be rented as 
owned. People who entertain seldom have 
small use for expensive punch bowls or elab- 
orate salad sets. There are comparatively 
few Chicago families who have not found it 
convenient to rent.camp chairs or card 
tables upon various occasions. 

With the larger firms of almost every de- 
scription the renting department represents 
quite an important branch of the business, 
Smaller firms, especially in the suburban or 
outlying districts, rely largely upon the 
money paid over by the renting housewife or 
householder. Articles which are rented for 
brief periods, and over and over again, such 
as ice-cream sets and frappé glasses, must 
either be selected from among those of unob- 
trusive pattern or design or they must be 
changed from time to time, otherwise they

rented and the open secret of their existence 
be betrayed.

ARCHISTS seem well supplied 
ie with funds. Where they get 
the money is a question which 
will occur to the thoughful 
reader when perusing the. re- 
ports of the trial. at Monga of 
King Humbert’'s assassin. Dur- 
———— ing the course of the proceed- 
ings it was found that Bresci, at the time 
when he ‘sailed from America for Europe, 
had a sum of at least §500 in his pocket over 
and above his ticket, a sum which enabled 
him to live in comparative luxury and idle- . 


between his arrival in Italy and the execu- 
tion of his crime. It was likewise proved 
that the twenty fellow-Anarchists who 
sailed from the United States at the same 
time as Bresci, most of them Italians and a 
few Germans, and ready to take his place 
if he failed in the accomplishment of his 
design, were each provided with about the 
same amount of money. Several of them 
have been arrested, and, while in some in- 
stances they have still had 1,500 to 2,000 
lire still in their possession, investigation 
has shown that the others had reached Eu- 
rope amply provided with funds. That is 
to say Bresei and his fellow-Anarchists, at 
the time when they quitted t United 
States for the avowed purpose of murder- 
ing King Humbert, and possibly some of the 
latter’s brother monarchs, had about $12,- 
000 among them, comprising the cost of 
their passage—a relatively large amount 
when it is borne in mind that the Anarchists” 
are not numerous, B nace that the interests 
which they claim to/represent and to cham- 
pion are those of the most poverty-stricken, 
destitute, and oppressed classes—those, in 
one word, who have been driven to absolute

that of their fellow-Anarchists . recruited 
from the less well-to-do classes. 


Profits of Crimes. 


Indeed, it is evident that the funds of the 
Anarchist party, like those of the Nihilists 
and of the Mafia, are derived from crime, 

ure and simple—terrorism, blackmail, rob- 

ery, fraud,.arson, and murder being among 
the agencies employed to fill the exchequer. 
Some twenty years ago, while engaged in a 
thorough investigation of the Nihilist move- 
ment, the results of which were subsequently 
published in the London Nineteenth Century 
Review, I was led to turn my attention to the 
question as to the origin of the ample funds 
of which the Nihilist party appeared to dis- 
pose. At the time the Nihilist party main- 
| tained agencies at Berlin, Paris, London, 
_and in various Swiss towns and cities, where 

members of the cult were fraternally re- 

ceived and provided with money and the 
Y necessaries of life. Vera Sassoulitch, the as- 
sailant of Chief of Police General Trepoff, 
and other equally noted Nihilists, whose ac- 
quaintance I then made in Switzerland, lived 
on the borders of Lake Geneva and at 
Zurich in comparative affluence, without any 
apparent means of livelihood. 

The monster trial at Moscow resulting 
from the confessions made in prison by the 
notorious Nihilist leader, Netchaieff, brought 
to light some curious facts that served to 
shed light on this question of funds. One 
of the accused, a girl named Idalia Polheim, 
acknowledged that she had received orders 
from the Executive committee to entangle 
the affections of a wealthy old landed pro- 
prietor, and then to poison and rob him of 
his riches in favor of the cause! A student 
named Ituschin was forced to admit, in the 
face of corroborative evidence, that he had 
formed one of several Nihilists who had per- 
suaded a 16-year-old boy at Moscow to mur- 
der and rob his own father, and then to hand 
the plunder over to the Executive committee. 

Subsequently I likewise ascertained that 
each recrudescence of the Nihilist movement 
is invariably accompanied by an extraor- 
dinary increase in the number of fires in 
Russia. Thus in one summer month alone 
8,500 fires were officially reported to have 
taken place in St. Petersburg, Orenburg, 


. Koslow, Irkutsk, and Uralsk, destroying 


property to the amount of 12,000,000 rubles. 
Only 900 of these fires could be properly ac- 
counted for, and the remaining 2,600 were

Peters- 
burg merchants of my acquaintance received 
anonymous letters from the Nihilist Execu- 
tive committee demanding sums of 20,000 
and 80,000 rubles respectively, and threaten- 
ing them with the destruction of their prop- 
erty by fire, and even with death, in the case 
of refusal, they hastened to comply and to 
pay up, replying to my inquiry as to why 
they had not sought the protection of the 
government with the following pertinent and 
wholly unanswerable counter-question: “ If 
the Chief of Police is unable to protect his 
own person from attack, or to prevent the 
arson that is the order of the day, how can 
we possibly expect efficient protection?” 


Terrorism of the Mafia. - 


Every one is aware that the Italian Mafia 
obtains by analogous methods the ample 
funds of which its leaders are invariably 
able to dispose, and through which, con- 
jointly with terrorism, they are able to con- 
trol the parliamentary elections of Sicily, 
sending to the National Legislature at Rome 
Deputies who represent not the interests 
of the island, but of the Mafia. The An- 
archists resort to the same devices. They ob- 
tain their money in the main by terrorism

As to the fire ball, it is a phenomenon of 
unquestioned electric origin, which may be 
seen to fall from a thundercloud. In fall- 
ing it may strike the ground and rebound 
to a considerable height. 
few moments, making a loud report and 
sometimes sending off a lightning flash. 

The real fire ball is a rare phenomenon. It 
is so rare, indeed, that at one time scientific 
as only a creation of the 
fancy. But it is admitted to be an actuality 
now. By some scientists it is¢@known as 
‘‘bloge lightning.”’ The French electrician, 
Plante, experimenting with a rheostat sev- 
eral times observed balls of fire travel along 
the wires of the machine and then burst | 
with a loud detonation. This phenomenon, 
which has never been explained satisfac- 
torily, presents all the characteristics of the 
true fire ball, which travels slowly enough 
for its movements to be plainly visible. 


Capers of a Fire Ball. 


In the recent storm which broke the hot 
wave throughout Great Britain a fire ball 
made a sensation at Halifax. It dropped - 
squarely into the center of Diddopreservotr, 
while the caretaker and his daughter were 
looking out over the water. 
tremendous hissing, the water spurted up in 
@ great fountain, light was reflected from 
it until the whole country blazed, and on the 
heels of this came a tremendous explosion. 
Following it, fumes of sulphur were so dense 
that the caretaker’s family had difficulty in 
breathing for some time. 

At Union Hill, N. J., the other day, one of 
these balls of fire dropped to an electric light 
wire in the street, ran along it for some dis- 
tance, dropped to another wire, and rolled 
into the pavilion in which a picnic crowd had 
taken refuge. There it exploded. Two men 
were killed, another man had an ear tornoff, 
another lost half of his mustache, and a 
policeman had a shoe torn off his foot. - One 
woman was so stunned that it was hours be- 
fore she could be restored to consciousness. 

One of these balls of electricity struck a 
sheet iron smokestack towering over the 
Wabash mills at Manayunk, Pa. For ten feet 
from the top the stack was bent and torn 
and twisted, but at that pofnt the electricity 
seemed to lose its force.

Tears Off Clothing.

Martinelli, can be 
terrorized and blackmailed to a still greater 
degree than himself. The entire northern 
part of Italy, differing from the southern 
portion of the kingdom and contrary to the 
general impression, enjoys widespread pros- 
berity; trade and industry are flourishing 
there much*more than the northern side of 
the Alps in France, Austria, and even Swit- 


zerland. Every factory is at work. It would | 


be interesting to ascertain how many of 
them are compelled by fear to contribute to 
the funds of the Anarchist party. 

Curlously enough, it is precisely from 
these prosperous northern provinces of Italy 
and not from the poverty-stricken south 
that the known perpetrators of Anarchist 


~outrages have invariably been recruited. 


Cesario, the assassin of President Carnot, 
was a Milanese skilled workman command- 
ing g00d wages. So, too, was the murderer 
of the Spanish Premier, Canovas. Luccheni, 
who killed the Empress of Austria, was well 
paid as an officer's servant, while Bresci’s 
father, a north Italian, like the others. left 
several thousand dollars, besides some land, 
to his children when he died. In no case 
was the crime of any of these men provoked, 
‘so to speak, by the desperation of starva- 
tion, a point which it is well to bear in mind. 
In fact, the motive in each instance appears 
to have been insane vanity and a craze for 
notoriety, fostered by that disposition to in- 
trigue and conspiracay that seems to be in- 
born in every Italian, no matter what his 
birth or his social status.

Without funds, which are the sinews of 
war, the Anarchist movement. would be 
powerless, and inasmuch as the money, by 
means of which the Anarchists are able to 
carry on their struggle not merely against 
the monarchs of urope but likewise 
against capitalists, property-owners, and 
against every defender of the present order 
of things throughout all parts of the civil- 
ized world, is obtained exclusively by crime 
in the shape of terrorism, blackmail, argon, 
robbery, and murder, it is ridiculous to de- 
scribe the Anarchist movement as a political 
organigation or to insist upon the necessity 
of adopting exceptional and extraordinary 
legislation for its suppression. ir 

Since the Anarchist movement cannot 
exist without the assistance of crime, all 
that is necessary to keep the movement 
within bounds is to apply the existing laws 
with sufficient energy and rigor to enable 
them to serve their purpose of preventing 
rather than of punishing crime. Neglect on 
the part of the authorities to enforce the 
ordinary laws and the corruption of the 
judiciary and of the police contribute more 
than anything else to the development of 
such movements as anarchy—a fact which 
it would be well for people not alone in the

The Standard’s first edition went to press, 
telling only half of the story of how a mere 
boy accused of murder, and aided by Eddie 
Huston, a Standard reporter—that made the 
story all the better—escaped from a jail, 
made his way through a maddened mob to 
safety, and then, true to his promise, went 
with the Deputy Sheriff to the city and told 
the Standard all about it before being locked 
up in the city jail. ; 

The other half of the story was printed in 
an extra, put on the streets at 8 o’clock the 
next morning, for it was not until gray dawn 
that Eddie Huston was safe from the mob 
and had been brought back to the city by 
the Sheriff. 

The whole story is a part of the treasured 
traditions of the Standard office, and to this 
day, long after old man Scherr is dead, Sack- 
ett and Maitland never tire of telling it to 
the new men on the staff. 

This is the way it was: 

When Huston hurried to catch his train for 
the county seat of Gates County he was so 
badly “ flusterated,” as Patsy Moran said 
afterwards in his own peculiar vernacular, 
that he hardly knew just how he could 
gather the details of the murder story. He 
had never tried so important a story and was 
not sure of himself. ; 

But once fn the train and speeding toward 
Gates County his ideas gradually formed 
and he began toseea way. When he arrived 
at the county seat he had no difficulty in find- 
ing the Sheriff at the courthouse close by the 
jail, and that functionary swore roundly 
but good-naturedly at the idea of a girlish- 
looking boy of 18 being sent to get so big a 
story.

pressed me when I set foot with the first 
contingent of American troops in China. 
The night settled down upon silent soldiers 
and desolate hearts, and we still lived.

Long ago, in the har- 
bor called Taku, she lifted great rocks 
from the bed of the bay, and even when 
the foul waters are swollen from the incom- 
ing tide these black monsters rear their 
heads, and the plunging surf encircles them 
with a collar of spray. Because of these 


rocks our troopships and their smaller armed . 


consorts had to wait for us far out in the 
clean, open sea. We could barely see their 
lights through the mist-hung distances. We 
wished that they were nearer. 
And nature had filled the air of the day 
with the breath of a live volcano. Ungodly 


‘Luzon in her ugliest mood could not have 


passed up to her humans a hotter day than 
this had been. With the falling night a chill 
filled the air. It was a new experience for 
the American soldiers after their months 
of Philippine service, and was greeted with 
hoarse murmurs of gratitude.
